‘The Report was submitted punctually this year. 

2, Number of Estates under Management.—The number of estates under 
management at the close of the year was 104 as against 168 in the previous 
year in the Province as then constituted. 

8. Payment of Revenuc and Oesses.—The total payments on account of 
revenuo and cesses due to Government represonted 89°0 per cont, of the demand 
fs against 96-0 in the previous year. ‘The groator part of the balance is due 
from the Tagore estate.

4. Collection of Rent and Cesses.—The total collection of rent and cesses 
due to estates was 96° 1 per cent. on the current demand as against 96-0 per 
cent. in the previous year, 

5. Balances. —The total uncollected balance due to estates under manage- 
ment amounted to Rs. 51,02,436 or 74°7 cent. of the current demand of 
the estates, as against Rs, 70,83,361, or nearly 77 per cont. in the preceding 
year. In the Presideucy Division the increase is more than three lakhs, due 
mainly to the assumption of charge of the Panihati, Bhukailas No. LIT and tie 
Janbazar estates. The increase in some of the estates in the Patna Division 
is due to the damage done to the biadoi crops by heavy floods during the 
year. In tho Bhagalpur Division the balances have increased owing chiefly 
to the addition of the Banaili (7 annas) estate, which was taken in charge 
during tho year, In the Dompara estate in the Orissa Division it is reported 
that the balances cannot be materially reduced till the completion of the 
settlement and the introduction of the certificate procedure. The heavy 
balances in some of the estates in ‘the Chota Nagpur Division are attributed 
to partial failure of crops. There was a decrease in the number of certificates 
filed during the year, which amounted to 7,425 as against 9,016 in the 
previous year, The decrease was shared by all the divisions. ‘The number 
of rent suits filed during the yoar showed a slight increase, being 2,135 as 
against 2,062 in the previous year. 

6, Reduction of Debts.—Altogether Rs. 24,01,483 were paid in liquida- 
tion of debts as against Rs. 47,34,774 in the previous year, in the Province 
as then constituted. The balance at the close of the year amounted to 
Rs. 2,17,26,500 as against Rs. 1,77,50,515 at the close of the previous year. 
The increase is mainly due to the assumption of charge during the year of the 
Banaili estate, the debts of which amount to over 48 Takhs, 

7. Cost of Management and Expenditure on Inprovements.—The total cost 
of management was 9°2 per cent. of the current demand as against 10°6 in tho 

receding year. The percentage was below the a cheba limit. in the 
residency, Patna and Chota Nagpur Divisions, while in the Bhagalpur and 
Orissa Divisions it was 116 and 16:0 as against 114 and 14°65, respectively, 
in the previous year, 

The total expenditure on works of improvement and schools and 
dispensaries amounted to Rs. 2,36,563 as against Rs, 2,49,935 in the previous 
year. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that advantage will be taken of the 
developmont of the Agricultural Department to secure greater continuity and 
system in the carrying out of agricultural experiments. 

8. Tours of Managers.—The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice that 
there has been some improvement in respect of tours of Managers of ‘estates, 
‘The tours of the majority of the managers extonded over 90 days or more, 
In tho cases of thoso who failed to spond the prescribed period on tour tho 
reasons have been fally explained by the Board, 

9. Bducation of Wards.—The Lieutenant-Governor desires that the Board 
will submit a separate report on the subject of the education of the wards, 
which is one of very great importance, 

10. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to the Board for 
their careful supervision and efficient administration of the estates under their 
charge during the year. The good services of the officers commended by 
them will be noted by the Appointment Department of this Government,

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Extrasts from the Report of the Board of Revenue, Lower Provinces, on the 
Administration of Wards and Attached Estates in the Lower Provinces during 
the year 1905-06, 


Para. 3. Of the 168 estates which were under managoment at the closo of 
Numbor of estates under the year 1904-05, 36 estates, including Bhukailas 
management, No. I, which, during the yoar under report, had been 
transferred to the district of Tippera, were made over to the Province of Eastern 
Bengal and Assam, ‘Thirty-seven now estates wore brought under manazement, 
including the six estates of tho district of Sambalpar, which was added to this 
vince in October last, making a total of 169 estates under management. 
during the year under roport. ive estates were rolensod durias the peeennoen 
the number under management at the close of the year was 161. 
5. The percentage of rent and cesses pail on the amount due decreased 
Rent and cesses due to superior from 72°8 in 1904-05 to 60°6 in the year under 
landlords. report. 


6. The collection of rent and cesses duc to the estates was 96°1 per 
Colleotion of rent and cesses cont. on the current demand, as against 96:0 per 
dno to the estates. cont. in the preceding year. 


Presidency Division—Sinco the submission of the returns, the actual 
collections in the Bawali wards’ estate have been reported to be 67:7 per cent. 
on the current demand, against 39°8 per cont. shewn in Appendix I. Tho 
lower percentage was due to the exclusion from the report of asum of 
Re, 11,622 collected jointly by the Common Manager of the whole Buwali 
estate and credited to the general funds. ‘The Common Manager who has 
also been appointed Manager of the wards’ estate has been instructed by the 
Collector to shew its receipts separately, ‘The bigh prices and failure of crops 
in East Bengal affected the collections in the two Bhukailas estates (82 1 and 
52°4), the major portions of which lie in that Provines. ‘The Janbazar estate 
(85°6) was under manogement for a few months of the year only. 


Patna Division —Vho collections on the Bharathpura estate (847) which 
was taken in charge during the year suffered from disadvantages unavoidable 
during the first year of the Court's management. In the Muhtha (82-9) and 
the Narhan (85°3) estates the poor results aro ascribed to the damage done to 
the bhadoi-and aghani crops by the floods. 

Bhagalpur Division—Tue Banaili (7 annas) estate (7:8) was taken in 
charge only a month before the close of the year. ‘Tho whole estate is leased 
out to the 9-annas proprietors, who adjust the bulic of the rent against the 
interest due to them, and pending arrangements for a further loan from them, 
the adjustment was not made before the close of the year. ‘The collections in 
the Khagra estate were 118-9 per cent, of the current demand. This result is 
particularly satisfactory in view of the fact that proposals for the releaso of 

~ the estate, which have since been carried into effect, were under discussion 
during the year, and great credit is due to Mr. M. M. Halliday, the Managor, 
for tle good collections, more especiully as it was only necessary to file 
certificates and rent suits in 72 cases, 

Chota Nagpur Division —In Ranchi, the low percentage (843) of collec- 
tions was due, it is stated, (1) to the suttlement operations, (2) to the realiza- 
tion of costs of settlement, and (3) to the partial failure of the rabi crops. 
‘The Deputy Commissioner, however, thinks that thero was lack of effective 
supervision over the tahsildars as the permanent Manager was on sick leave, 
and an offiiating Manager was in charge during the collecting season. The 
bad results in the Pandra 2nd and 4th kismats estate (680) in Manbhum 
are due chiefly to the non-realization of royalties from lessees of coal mines. 
in the Kashipur ward’s estate, the poor collections were due to the fact that 
the estate only came under management in the middle of October with very 

rge arrears outstanding against it. Moreover the accounts of the estate were 
in some confusion. Inthe Dhalbhum estate in Singhbhum, the rent payable 
by the Dhalbhum Syndicate to the estate has not yet been ascertained,

‘Sripur farm, Hatwa estate, Saran.—During the year a change was made in 
the management of the farm, which has now been pi iaced under Mr. Mackenzie, 
ts practical planter and ngriculturist and an export in cattlo-broeding, who per- 
forms the double duties of Superintendent of the farm and Circle Officer, In 
view of the establishment of the Pusa Institute and the Divisional farm at 
Bankipore, this farm is to continue’ as a demonstration station only and the 
net cost of working it is not to excced Rs. 10,000, The Director of Agricul- 
tare has been asked to advise on the stops necessary to bring about this result, 
Cattle-breeding, it is reported, has made good progress, and the young stock 
fare said to be promising. So far they have consisted of the calves that were 
Drought in at foot when the cows were purchased, or those bred from the kheré 
or lecal bulls which wero subsequently condemned, The farm only obtained 
good bull of superior class in November 1004, and real improvement begins 
‘with the stock subsequently obtained. ‘Tho weather was very favourable for 
the radi harvest, and the threshing of oats and other grain was comploted 
unusually early. 

14,” Lu-doan Division.—In the Nyagram estate attestation and operations 
under section 103A of the Bengal ‘Tenancy Act 
were finished, and the final publication of the records 
was commenced during the year. 

‘Presidency Divivion—The Backorgunge properties of the ‘Tagore and 
Bhukailas Nos, If and IlI estates are under settlement. During the year 
attestation work in 68 out of 62 villages of the former estate was completed, and 
that in respect of the remaining villages is still in progress. The record-of- 
tights has been published in respect of ?11 villages Tho records of 124 
finally-published villages have been received, and 127 cases under section 105 
and eight under section 106 of the Bengal Tenaney Act. jnstituted. They 
are all pending, ‘The rgcord-of-rights in respect of fitteen villages appertaining 
to the Bhukailas No. IL estate was published during the year. In the 
Syadpur trust estate the survey and record-of-rights in respect of dibis Siro- 
nanifand Maheswarpasa have not yet boon completed. Attestation work is 
now going on. 

ie, Division. —In Patna, the preparation, in accordance with the 
settlement records, of the rent-rolls of the villages of the Guzri estate, situated 
in the district of Purnea, will shortly be completed. In the Deo ard’s and Deo 
Hants estates in Gaya such rent-rolls have been propared, mutations aro being 
recorded, and the necessary registers are being kept up. The boundary marks . 
were inspected by the Manager, and a register of boundary stones has been 
opened in the Deo ward’s estate. The work of revision of rents in the Hatwa 
Ya} estato in Saran has made satisfactory progress. The number of mutations 
had inoroased considerably in respect of purchased holdings, and efforts are 
being made to bring the records up to date, ‘The records ate also kept up to 
datevin the three petty estates in that district, In tho Bettiah estate. in 
Champaran, the khatians of the newly-purchased Motihari mahal are bein, 
copied in the Collectorate and will be supplied shortly. There were 1,47 
applications for mutation in villages held Urect. ‘The Uikadars reported 273 
tutations, 1,084 resettlement of vacant tenancies and 511 settlements of waste 
lands. Badeayours are boing made to ensure further improvement and to 
judueo all dhikadars to report mutations regulatly, Four thousand etone pillars 
prebiased during the year are being sent out to tohsilders and Factory 
janagers for the replacement of dam and missing pillars. Muta- 
tion registers have not been maintained in the Mahtha’s estate in Muzaffarpur, 
but the present Manager has issued instructions for the opening and mainten: 
ance of these registers. In the Narhan estate the working rent-roll of all the

dleur’ Dioieon.-General operations under the Bihar and Sonthal 
Parganas Settlement Departments for a survey and the yarnesnge of a record- 
of-rights bave been gving, on during the yeur in all districts of the Division, 
except Darjeeling, and these embrace the Epeopeshes under the Cout of Wards 
situated eect areas dealt with. In Monghyr only the traverse survey was 
done, but tho settlement operations will eventually extend to the villages 
belonging to the Ratan estato south of the Ganges, “In the Bhagalpur distriot 
settlement operations are now in'progress in the south, and before long the 
whole of the Banaili estate will have been settled. In Purnea the record for 
most of the Khagra estate has been completed, but in some villages only attosta- 
tion has been finished, and cases under section 103A of the Tenancy Act aro 
being heard. In tho Sonthal Parganas, Pakour was the ward's estate dealt 
with during tho year, and there attestation was finished and the draft record 
published in the pon ali villages. Survey operations will extend to the Rohini 
and Punasi estates during the eusuing field season. This will be the third 
a of that part of the district since the enactment of Regulation ILL 
of 1872, 
Orissa Division,—'Tho. survey and sottlement of the Dompara estate int 
Cuttack were begun during the year. ‘The relaying of traverse lines was 
completed, and 15,301 acres of the total cultivated arca of 16,000 acres 
were cadastraily surveyed. Records were written for 4,081 acres. Tho 
proposed work in the Parikud estate in Puri has been postponed to the 
current year. In Sambalpur the operations were completed in all but two 
estates, 

Chota Negpur Division.—In Ranchi seven of the estates were under suryes 
and gettlemont during the year, In another estate, the settlement -of which is 
being varried out separately, the record-of-rights is being prepared by a Deputy 
Collector. The Pacheto estate in Manbhum spent Rs, 520 on the survey and 
settlement of three villages and Rs. 161 in the measurement of certain 
properties. ‘I'he Patkum and Katras estates also spent small sums for tho 
Ineneurement of cortuin lands. In Singhbhum, in which the survey and settle. 
ment of all the estates, except Dhalbhum, were completed in 1905-04, some of 
the terms of the patéa and record of-rights as drawn w by the Settlement 
Officer in 1903, have been objected to by the Raja of Porahat, who is the 
superior landlord of all the encumbered estates in the district, except Dhalbhum. 
Government has appointed Mr. A. N. Moberly as Settiement Officer for the 
purposo of revising the record-of-rights, and this work is now in progress,

21. During the year under report the Court of Wards Act, IX (B.C.) of 
eR 1879, was amended by Act I (B.C.) of 1996. ‘The 
most important provisions introduced by the now 

Act are as follows:— 


(i) Under ae old a the ie me Wards incurred considerable risks when 
it borrowed money for the purpose of paying off debts carryin, 
high rates of intorost, ‘This’ was dup vo ‘difculty in pare 
ascertaining the amount of indebtedness of estates. - It has, there- 
fore, been enacted that creditors shall be required to register all 
debts within a period of six months from the assumption 
of charge of a ward’s property; that they shall furnish parti- 

* eulars and documents in support of their claims; that debts 
hot so registered shall, save when the Court relinquishes charge, 
‘as providee in the new section 10E, become extinguished, and 
that when claims have been received within the period specified, 
the Court of Wards shall investigate them and decide which of 
them are to be admitted wholly or partly, or are to be wholly or 
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* o 
artly rejected. It has also been provided that all proceedis 
Le fe Civil Courts shall, if necessary, be stayed doring the oe 
year of management, It is open to the Court of Wards, when 
admitting a claim, to make proposals in writing for its 'redue- 
tion; an acceptance of such a proposal will be binding on the 
claimant; if he refuses it, he will be able to sue for the claim in 
a Civil Court, if it was registered within the prescribed period. 
The Court of Wards will thus know the total liabilities of the 
estate before borrowing, and, where the estate is inextricably 
involved, will be able to relinquish charge. 


(ii) Section 13A has been inserted in’ order to enable surplus mone: 
from Trust Funds to be invested in loans to wards’ estates. It 
gives power to the Conrt of Wards to retain charge of estates 
after the death of the proprietors concerned, or after they cease 
to be disqualified, till all the debts and liabilities of these estates 
are cleared in full, The Court of Wards had this power hitherto 
only in regard to estates of porsons disqualified under section 6(c), 
but the new Act has extended it so as to cover proprietors 

¢ of the other classes meationed in section 6. This will groatly 
facilitate the power of the Court of Wards to borrow money ata 
low rate of interest, 


Gi) Soction 844 added by the new Act provides for the recovery of 
P ry 
expenses incurred by a Collector in taking action under sections 
81, 22 or 83, if the property is not taken charge of, 


(iv) Part VII of the Court of Wards Act'regarding suits has been made 
« applicable to the case of the properties of all wards of the Court, 
except in respect of suits instituted or pending in the High Court, 


(v) All employés of tho Court of Wards have been declared public 
servants for the purposes of the Indian Penal Code. 


(vi) For the purprses of Part VII and sections 60 and 60A ef the 
Court of Wards Act, a person whose proporty is undor the Court 
of Wurds by virtue of the second clause of section 11, or charge 
of whose property has boen retained under soction 134, shall 
be coneilered to be a “ward,” but only in respect of such 
property, 

(vii) The method of publication of cortain notices under the Act has 
beon clearly stated, 


‘The estates in the district of Sambalpur, which has becn lately added to 
this Province, aro managed under the Contral Provinces Court of Wards 
Act, XXAV of 1899, and tho rules framed thereunder. ‘The Commissioner is 
the Court of Wards for these estates, Tho amenimont of the Chota Nagpur 
Encumbered Fsta‘es Aot, VI of 1876, is still under consideration,

Hadice wader the Court of Wards. 14 the ladies of seven estates in this Province, in 


most cases on several occasions. She also visited several estates in the districts 
which now belong to Eastern Bengal and Assam. She was able ti 
litigation between the proprietrix of the Narhan estate and he in-law, 
and has devoted mach attention 4o-the health aud odacation of the dagghtor of 
the proprietrix. She has conducted much business on behalf of the Maharani 
of Bettiah, and has removed a good deal of friction in regard to the tye 
ment of the Lugima and Ratan estates in the Rhagalpur Division. Sho also 
rendered great assistance in the difficulties which arose in connection with 
the assumption of charge of the Janbazar estate Apart from purely business 
‘matters, Miss Sorabji’s visits and companionship have conduced most beneficially 
to the welfare of the ladies with whom she has come in contact, and the Board 
desire to express their appreciation of the value of her services. if 
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Since the close of the year the torms of Miss Sorabj’s appointment havo 
‘been revised with the approval of Government. Her retainer has been raised 
from Rs 200 to Ra. 800 a month, and itis proposod that sho should periodically 
¥isit_all tho estates in tho Province which are the property of pardanaslin ladicg 
or of which the proprietors are under the guardianship of pardanashin  ladios, 
Arrangements aro now being made to. give effect to these proposals, Tho 
Board consider it desirable that Miss Sorabji should not merely be employed to 
sottle difficulties after they have arison, but that sho should gain confidence 
beforeband, s0 as to be able to prevent troublea from occurring or from 
assuming serious proportions. If tho Government of Eastern Bengal and 
Assam secept the new arrangements, it is proposed that the Bengal Govern- 
ment should continue to share Miss Sorabji’s services with that Government. 


40. Dusing the year under report one hundred estates were under 
PEATE S management under the Chota Nagpur Encumbered 
oruccnars Estates Act, VI of 1876, nineteen estates havin, 
been brought under protection during the period. ‘Three estates were restore 
to their proprietors, leaving 97 estates under management at the close of the 
year, 
44, Debts amounting to Rs. 5,833,248 were paid during the year under 
report and Rs, 40,68,930 remained due by the 
estates under management at the close of the year. 


Taesribagh.—In one of the estates in this district the debts other than 
arrear rents and cosses have been paid off in full. In six of the remaining 
estates payment of debts was in excess of the provision in the schemes, whilo 
in the others it fell short, The deficiency in the case of the Doranda 
estate is due partly to the special grants made for the diragaman ceremony 
of the proprictor’s wife and the sradh ceremony of the proprictor’s 
uncle, aud partly to heavy law expenses; in tho Dharguli estate to a 
special grant of Rs. 4,000 for the marriage expenses of the proprietor’s 
daughters ; in the Nowdiha estate partly to heavy law exponses and partly 
to a special grant made for the parformance of the siedh ceremony of the 
eldest wife of the propricter ; in the Morna estate to the collections of an impor- 
tant mukarraré tenure having come to a standstill owing to the proprietor 
putting forward a claim for the resumption of the tenure in consoqnenee of the 
death of the original mukarraridars ; in the Kapka estate to a special grant on 
account of the marriage of the daughter of one of the proprictors and also to 
money having been kept in hand to. meet the expenses of another marriage 
in the proprietor’s family in the beginning of the current year; in the Hosir I 
estate to the paymont of nrrear rents and of costs of suits in respect of two 
villages; in the Hosir IL estate to short collections; in the Valganj estate chiefly 
to the non recaipt of the expected award for the lands taken up for’ the Gaya- 
Katras Railway ; in the Kheshmi estate partly to the postponement of the sale 
ofa portion of the estate by which it was estimated that Rs. 60,000 would be 
raised, and partly to the exclusion from the rent roll of the estate of the 
demand of a village and to the cost of litigation in connection therewith ; in 
the Chakmanjo estate to pryment of heavy law charges; and in the Jeridih 
estate to the short collecti ms of the year under report. 

Ranchi.—No schemes have been sanctioned for three of the encumbered 
estates under management in this district. The scheme of the Kulmunda 
estate was found unworkable and a revised one has since been sanctioned. The 
entire Parba estate was in the possession of a earpesigidar when brought under 
management. The Deputy Commissioner proposes to submit a revised scheme 
after cancelling the zerpeshgi lease, ‘The Jingi estate which, according to the 
sanctioned scheme should have been released in the year 1902-03, has been 
retained under management owing to the debts due by it not having been fully 
paid off, ‘Tho Deputy Commissioner proposes to submit shortly a revised 
schome for this estute. In ten estates the payment of debts was in excess of 
the provision in tho schemes, while in the remaining estates it fell short. The 
short payments were due Set to short collections of rent and partly to 
unforeseen expenditure, especially under the hound “‘ Law Charges ” in some of

‘Tundi and Patkum estates are reported to be due to some of the’ creditors to 
whom debts were Gevule not having come forward to receive payment within 
the ze In the Bharamahal estate the deficiency was due to the payment 
of Rts. 1,000 to the proprietor fora marriage ceremony. In the Nuro estate 
it was partly due to short collections and partly to the payment of arrear rent 
and to the grant of Rs, 299 to the proprietor on account of a social ceremony. 
In the Manbazar and ‘orang estates the deficiencies were due chiefly to short 
collections,,

‘The Resolution onthe Report of the Agricultural Branch of the Department of 
Land Records and Agriculture, Bengal, for the year ending 31st March 1905, 

‘The last Report submitted on Agriculture was for the year ending 31st 
March 1905. ‘To secure uniformity in regard to the period covered by the 
reports of the Provincial Agricultural Departments and the dates of their 
submission, and to make the reports available at the same time for the com- 

lation of the general report of the Inspector-General of Agriculture, the 

overnment of India, in their letter No. 6--231-1, dated the 8th March 1906, 
directed that the period covered by all reports of the Department of Agri- 
culture should be the year ending the 30th June,and that the reports should 
be submitted by the Provincial Directors of Agriculture by the Léth 
September. ‘The present Report, therefore, covers the period of 15 months 
from the Ist April 1905 to the 30th Juno 1916. It was submitted with com- 
mendable punctuality, 

2, Oharge—'The Department was in charge of Mr. N. D. Beatson Bell, 
as a branch of the Departmont of Land Records and Agriculture, till the 16th 
October 1905. On the 17th October 1905, Mr. C. E, A. W. Oldham was 
placed on special duty for the purpose of organising a separate Department of 
Agriculture. On recoipt of the sanction of the Secretary of State to the 
Speineieny, Mr. Oldbam was tert to be the Director of the Department 
of Agriculture from the 3rd April 1908. 

a Organisation of the Department,—The lines on which the Department 
was to be organised were indicated in paragraph 8 of the Resolution of this 
Government on the Report for the year ending 81st March 1905. Mr. Oldham, 
after taking charge, prepared-a detailed scheme for the development of the 

» Department extending over ten years. The scheme is under the consideration 
of Government. A site for the Provincial Agricultural College has been 
selected at Sabaur near seta ; the lands required have been acquired ; and 
plans of the necessary buildings have been prepared. Owing $o a lar 
increase in the nuniber of applications for seeds and implements, the establish- 
ment of a seed and implement store became an urgent necessity. A godown 
near the office of the Director of Agriculture has been hired for the purpose ; a 
stock of seeds and implements has beon collected; and a Superintendent has 
been appointed to look after the store, Steps have also been taken to form two 
separate collections of implements, manures, and seeds to be sent round, in 
charge of competent officers, to fairs and agricultural and industrial shows, for 
exhibition and demonstration. The preparation of the weekly weather and 
crop statistics has been made over to the Department ; and the preparation of all 
rainfall statistics has also beon transferred to it from the office of the Meteoro- 
logist, Calcutta. 

Seientifle Rxperiments.—Experiments inthe cultivation of jute were 

carried out on the lines indicated by the Inspector-General of Agriculture, 
and the results have been summarised in the Report. A note showing the work 
done in connection with the selection of secds is appended to the Report. 

Four special jute farms were established in Purnea, Berhampore, Krishnagar, 

and Chinsura; and work was conducted under the supervision of the Deputy 

Director. The proposed legislation to ponaliso the fraudulent watering of jute 

js still under consideration. About three-fourths of the area under jute culti- 
vation is included in Eastorn Bengal; and the Lieutenant-Governor awaits 
information the action which the Guvernment of Eastern Bengal and 

pe to take in the mattor. i 
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It is to beregretted that the exporiihonts made to introdace superior 
varieties of cotton again failed, the season being very wet even for is 
Attempts to improve indigonous varicties of cotton by seed selection are being 
continued; and a continuous record is being kept of the names of the 
raiyats, the character of the soil, the nature of the season, etc, 

‘The results of the experimental cultivation of Muzaffarnagar wheat have 
not been encouraging on the whole, the unfavourable weather of the year being 
largely responsible for the failure. A scheme for future work in to 
dnidian Sebent has boon tran by the Board of Agriculture. To give affect to 
the scheme in its entirety a wheat specialist will have to be appointed to 
control and guide the work of the Province. Tho question’ of the appoint- 
ment of an expert is under the consideration of the Government of India, 
Meanwhile, Mr. N,N. Banerji has beon deputed to make an agricultural survey 
of the different varieties of wheat. 

5. Irrigation Bxperimente—It has beon decided to abandon the experi« 
ments, undertaken onthe lines inlicated by the Ligation Comminsion, 
especially with regard to economy in the use of water, until it is possible to 
carry them out ona larger scalo, and at moro suitable sites, where an officer of 
some standing can supervise the work. 

Last year, Mr. N..N. Banerji was placed on special duty in connection 
with woll-irrigation. He visited the United Provinoos, and made, himself 
acquainted! with the practice of irrigation from temporary wells, which have 
proved in fainine years so valuable a ‘resource ‘in the eastern districts of those 

rovinees; he then toured round the districts of the Patna, ‘Bhagalpur, and 
Chota Nagpur Divisions in order to ascertain whether there are any insurmount- 
able alld hed to the extension to those districts of the meth: f well-irrigation 
which provail in the United Provinces and to indicate localities in which tho 
sinking of wells may be beneficial. He has completed his tour, and the report 
of the results of his engairies is awaited, He has, meanwhile, submitted 


roposals regarding the training and maintenance ofan expert well-boring stall 
Metso wsoreioes obeid.be feat ieandlahia and eptastom these proposals are 


now under consideration, 

6, Agricultural Stations.—\t has beon decided by the Government of 
India that experimental farms should in future be designated agricultural 
stations. ‘It has farther been ordered that a separate annual report of each 
gricultural station, containing a continuous scientific record of experimental 
results, should be prepared ; that an account of the'administration of the station 
‘should be appended to the Annual Report of the Agricultural Department ¢ and 
that, with a view to the dissemitation, of results, when an experiment has 
become sufficiently advancéd to yield definite conclusions, separate bulletins, 
containing an account of the experiments and the results-achieyed, should be 
publishedand widely distributed in the areas affected by the experiments in 
“question. In view of these orders, a short account of tho administration of the 
existing agricultural stations has boon given in. Appendix IV of the Report. 
The Lieutenant Governor is glad to observe that considerable progres has 
been made at tho stations, and that the Department is now in a position to 
make soveral definite recommendations as a result of the experiments carried 
out, A site for a'new agricultural station for South Bihar has been ‘selected 
nar Bankipore, and steps have been taken for the acquisition of the land, 
‘The Director has also selected a site near Ranchi for a station for the upland 
tracts of Chota Nagpur, 

7. Bxperiments in Government and Warde’ Estates.—The Lioutenant- 
Governor noticos with satisfaction that this important matter is receiving the 
special attention of the Director, It is hoped that with the appointment of 
an eet supervising staff and the issue of instructions as to the manner of 
recording and Pee results of experiments, considerable improvement 
will be sept ‘he further report on this ubject promised by the Director 
is awaited. 

’ 8. Sericulture—The Bengal Silk Committee continued to do useful work.

In April 1906, in the course of the debate in Council on the budget for the 
year 1905-1906, the Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu referred to the fears 
which had been entertained in some quarters that, in view of the new College 
which it was proposed to establish at Ranchi, the interosts of the Presidency 
College might be neglected, and that the latter institution might ultimately conse 
to exist. He referred to the assurance which had been given by Sir Andrew 
Fraser that there was no intention on the part of the Government to do away 
with the Presidency College, and he appealed to the Government to strengthen 
the Qollege and widen its sphero of usofulnoss. In the course of his remarks, 
ke drew a picture of a resuscitated Presidency College, the realisation of which

would involve the removal of the Presidency College from its 
the heart of Caleutta to a site somewhere in the suburbs where amplo space 
would bo available. In summing up the debate Sir Andrew Fraser touched 
upon this subject. He recognised that in the case of the Presidency Coll 
very onsidarable improvement was required in regard to the important matters 
of avcommodation for the students and bringing them more into contact with 
their Professors, and he promised to consider, in consultation with his official 
advisers and others interested in higher education, what steps should be taken 
to secure such improvement, 

2. Accordingly, in May 1905, a circular letter was addressed to a number 
of prominent persons, official and non-official, inviting them to fayour the Gov.

traditions with which it is associated and to its accessibility in the case of those 
students who live in Calcutta with their parents and guardians, and who are 
perhaps unable to afford the expense of living at a hostel. ‘They represent that 
Af the College be removed to a place outside Calcutta, the exponse of conveyance 
to and from the College might prove burdensome in some cases, On the other 
‘hand, those who would prefer a new site in the suburbs point 10 the nooessity of 
room for expansion and to the other advantages which might be secured in the 
shape of closcr contact between the teachers and taught, more commodious 
buildings, extensive play-grounds in close proximity, a better moral atmosphere, 
and more healtby surroundings. 

3. Estimates have been prepared of the cost of improving the College in 
situ and of transferring it to a new site. The cost of each of the two schemes 
which have been sketched for this purpose is nearly the same and approximates 
to twenty lakhs of rupees. But it will be understood that the estimates claim to 
be no more than epagh Gatlnatsh of comparative cost. {n respect to the cost of 
removal, the value of the land now occupied and the buildings upon it, have 
been taken into account. —* 

4, Before any scheme of improvement can be laid before the Government 
of India, it is desirable that the question of the future location of the College © 
should be subjected to a more extended examination, ‘The Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor is unwilling to take any further steps in the matter uatil be is moro fully 
informed as to tho trend of public opinion on this question, and.as to the reasons 
for any difference there may be between the views prevalent in the metropolis 
and those which find acceptance in the districts, The present Resolution there- 
fore has been recorded in order to give a wider publicity to the discussion and ~ 
to ascertain, 60 far as possible, the state of publie fecling on the subject both 
in Caleutta and in the mufassal, The ‘olution will be published in the 
Calcutta.

It will bo well perhaps to place on record just a few points with reference to the history 
of the Presidenoy Callege Caloutta, in its praseot form. 

‘The existing building (less tho extension for the Chomioal Laboratory) was erected about 
1873, and was opened by Sir George Oampbell (then Lieutenant-Governor) either in 1873 or 
early in 1874, It was collection’ of emp; and rooms of various sizes, the rooms being 
in no way designed for any special purposes in teaching. No such arrangements as separate 
Laboratories and Lecture rooms for teaching various subjects in Soienoe such as Phyeios and 
Chemistry had been thought of. 

At that time also the number of students in tho College classes was about a half of what 
itisnow. Tho figuros of the students in tho Prosidency College in 1873 appour to be about 
885. | There are now about 764° students attonding the College. 

My appointment as Professor of Chemistry in the Prosideney College dates from May 
1878, “I was at first given two or three rooms in a house on the oppos side of College 
Street as a Chemical Laboratory. Later on I was allowed to use the disused Hare School 
which I had fitted up. The Professor of Physical Science was accommodated in two or threo 
large rooms in, the basement of tle now Presidency Oollezo, which hnd in no way been 
esigued for Science work, Later on, other rooms on the first floor of the Collogo wore taken 
for lecture rooms in Physical Science. As the Chemical Departmont grew, I was allowed to 
design an addition to one of the wings of the College building as a Chemical Laboratory, 
‘this was erected (I think) fiftean ye 0, and was a vast improvement. When the 
Chemics] section went into its new building, the Physiol Soience section took in the old 
‘Hare Schoo! building for certain necessary extensions, 60 that the Physics Dypartment is now 
sccommodated in no fower than three parts of the College, all separate from one another. 

In addition Geological classes had to be startei in a tontative form in tho Presidency 
College somo years ago, and a couple of ordinary rooms had to be given up for that purpose, 

Btill moro recently Biological classes have been started, and this Dopartment iss also 
beon given a couple of rooms quite unsuited for the work, 

h the Geological and Biological rooms have had of coarse to be fitted up as best 
‘ould be done, 

Thon in addition to tho B.A. Scionco classos in the Collegs it has been neoossary to 
open and provide for classes for the B.So, Degros. Astronomical classes and observa 
tories have also had tu be provided. . 

Daring recent yours, too, a oonsilerable number of research students have been deputed 
to work in the Coll: 

‘Moat recently of all, Commeroial classes have been added on to the onrrioulum of the 
Presidency College, which will, when the reoognised scheme comes into existeuoe, make large 
additional demands on the accommodation availablo, 

Now the complaint has boon coming for the last fow yoars that owing to the large 
inoreage in tho number of students attendicg the College, and to the groat number of differant 

ich have to be taught in any system of modern education, that the Oollege is far 
WF its requirements, rs 
ion to, complaints ooncorning the unsuitableness of many of the adaptations as 
detailed above, each Professor says ho requires more space for the teaching of his own 
science, 

Xt is also beginning to be felt that tho College staff, though relatively to other Colleges 
a vory largo und a very strong one, is still not equal to the work whioh should be required to 
be oarried on in tho model College of Indi 

‘There are also complaints about the disofpline of tho students out-of College hours, It 
is true we have a large 1 (the Eden tat) tor the Oollege, but this is not enough. It 
holds say 220 students, but it is situated in a bad quarter of the town, and undoubtedly the 
conditions of residenoo of the students both in and out of the Hostel (and in messes) might be 
very greatly improvei 

st lo some enquizies into the requirements of the Presidency College some throo or 
four yours ago, but, could do nothing, asthere wore no finaneial resources available for extensive 
additions. Onoot tho objects, however, that I havo steadily kept in view has beon the urgent 
necessity of keoping up the prestige of the Presidency College, and before my retirement to 
try to arrange for it to cooupy fully the position which should be assigned to it. Certain 
plans for tho extension of laboratories and teaching appliances have teen submitted during 
the last three or four years by individual Professors, but I postponed them, first till the 
discussion about the Ranchi College scheme had taken definite shape, and then till I oould got 
@ comprehensive and well digested echem j 

Some months ago, I ssked the Principal of the Presidency College to consult his Pro 
fessors, and specially the Science Professors; and to submit a completo schomo of what was 
required to plaoo the College on a roally satisfactory basis. 

Again too at my official inspection of the Presidency College about six woeks ago, I 
made some inspection remarks on the subjeot of the Prosidency College being kopt up to the 
mark, and the neoossity for it to fulfil the place assigned to it of being a model College for 

all events, if not for tho whole of India, — i Cine . 

During my inspeotion also I discussed the question of possible extension with the Officint 

ing Principal, Dr. P. K. Ray, and with some of the Professors. ‘The result of this is that

Li C were earrid out also, the Eden Hostel might be mado over tothe Medical College 
authorities, for 1 have learned in correspondence with the Principal, Medical College, and 
the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals, Bengal, that such a hostel is rather urgently 
required for that College. 

‘There are of course 4 good many arguments in favour of this coume, Dat the plan. ia 
‘open. to the objection that not ouly the staff would, as at present, reside far from the Oollege, 
but that the students would be also removed from close proximity to their place of work. 

*  D.—Anothor echeme would be to build Se Aihiacqysd extensions of Science Laboratories 
at some distance from the existing Presidency College, and for the students to come back 
wards and forwards from one sot of lectures to another, ‘This has been suggested, but I 
could not possibly recommend the scheme in the form in which it has been put forward, 

If it had been proposed to have purely an Arts Oollege in one place, and purely » 
Boienoe College in another, it might possibly have been discussed. 

E.—Tho best possible course would be to remove tho Presidenoy College and its hostels, 
oto., bodily to some open place in tho outskirts of Caloutta, and to start a new and improved 
College tiers, making it as far as possible of a residential type, and with its own reorestion — 
ey attached. This, de tho sohome put forward by Dr. P, K, Ray in the letter which [ 

forward. 

Possibly if B wore considered, the existing Presidency College buildings might be of 
use to tho Caloutta University for (1) ordinary examination purposes ; n) aborstaries for 
research, and for the practioal examisations in science ; (3) a Caloutta University Library, 
and (4) au institution in connexion with the Caloutta University, like the existing Caloutts 
‘Vniversity Institute, but on a much larger scale. 

Again algo, if # wore carried out, the Hen Hostel would bo found of the groatest 
ly use to tho Modical Qollege, as enabling them to secure a convenient residence for 
students closo to the Hospital. 

_.. These questions will however have to be Sepeesee with care and caution, for it 
‘will not do to allow the Indian public to think tl is any intention to harm the College 


or to remove it from Caloutta, 
If E wore adopted there is much to bo said in favour of euch site as is proposed by 
Dr. P. K. Rey. Another exceptional. site might bo Kidderporo House, if it is over given 
up by its present ocoupants, for it is now Government ‘There ‘aro also exoallont 
ites in euch places as Ballygungo, Tollygunge, and on Harbour Road, oto., all 
of which will shortly be brought within easy reach of the tramway, 
sug, ‘His Honour tho best an, mould be to hare the ooo considered bya 
small committoo.

I nave the honour to forward, in original, th gestions T have roooived about the 
requirements of this College from ‘the mombers of the Instructive Staff in rosponse to my. 
memorandum forwarding copy of your remarks on the occasion of your last visit’ and 
inviting them to make suggestions. 

2.” It will be seon that theso suggestions refer to threo main subjects :— 


(1), The removal of the College to a better site where it may be converted into » 
Residential College as required by the Uui Act; 

(2) The extension of the present Whysical and Chemical Laboratories and the 
building of new laboratories for Biology and Geology, ete., ato., and 

(8) The general organization of the College and the enlargement of 
staff. I will tako these subjocts in order, 














L.—Removal of the College to a better site. 


3. On the occasion of your last visit I spoko to you of the possibilities of extension 
of the College on the prosent site and showed you the lands to the wost of it. I annor a 
plan of the site showing the plots that may be acquired and the pucka brildings, eto., that 
on them, You suggested that for the purposes of the College, that is for the 
extonsion of the !’hysioal und Ohemical Laboratories and the construction of new laboratories 
in Bidlogy and Geslogy and for a separate hall for a common room, for s gymnasium and 
for the residences of the Principal and two Professors of the College, the plot marked by 
the red line A, B, 0, D, K,as shown on. the plan, and containing about 15 bighas and 3 
cottahs, would be sufficiont. ‘This would leave no spavo for the residences of other Professors 
or for the extension of hostel accommodation for students or for the Superintendent or 
Assistant Superintendent of the Hostel. For this purpose I suggested that the plot marked 
hy the red line, K, D, F, G, as shown on the plan and containing 3 bighas should also bo 
juired. This plot is close to our Hostel, on the opposite. side of the road to the north, 
had bates ab promint. ‘Ths: Salal cog! acquiring both tho plots would be 
plaka, Hiren if both th plots were soquired: the College would not be residential 
‘Thero is no possibility of ever having a residential College on the present site, ‘he 
has at presont no play grounds, It is itpossible to bave them on the present site. It muat 
bbe admitted that adequate play end recreation grounds are absolutely necossary for a College 
in ordor that tho students may be kept oocupied in the afternoon and thus ‘acquire a love 
for health and strength along with their love of study and knowledge,—in order, in short, 
that the ovil effects. of exocssive mental exercise may be counteracted by corresponding 
inysioal exercise. It is therefore desirable to pause and reflect whether the Onllege sho, 
We etasttatan. ha presi gla’or copeal tor becom tia tha suburbs, where in the 
near future there ihe be constructed a residential Collegs with extensive play and recrea- 
tion grounds as required by the University Aot. 
‘Chis question was considered by the Instructive Staff at one of their recent 
moctings, and the following resolution was adopted by them :— 
meeting recognisiny that the presont situation of the Colloge is incompatible with the 
i with respect toa residential College desires to 9n Government the 
ik So end Sclloge toe better site in suburbs of Galoutta.” 
5. I beg to submit my suggestions for giving effect to this resolution, 
A site may be easily acquired of about three hundred bighas in the northern suburbs at 
4 distance of only three miles. from tho Oollege. It is bounded on the swuth by a publio 
road which runs to the east’ and is knowa as Dum-Dum Rvad, and which runs to the west 
tothe river and is known asthe Gun Foundry Road. ‘fotho north we may go as far aa 
‘We care, and the seme remark applies to the east, On the western side the site is bounded 























by the broad Gossipore Road. A plen of tho sito is annexed horeto which will show its 
station and surroundings, ‘The sit oonsiss mainly of old, gardon lands, and there are 
very few pucke buildings on it. As the river is not far, as the northern part of Galoutta 
where reside the gentry whose sons attend lectures at tho Presidency Qullege is only two 
miles or less, as the grounds are high au¢ extensive and capable of great extension, whore 
it in not improbable the private O ight migrato in futuro, moreover as it is proposed 
to batand the tram line does to it ad take the line by. its eoutbern: and westorn boundarion 
tho site solected seoms to be admirably suited for tho location of the Premier College”

6. The ost of acquiring this extensive site would not, I believe, be more than that of 
aoquiting the 18 bighas on the presout site of the College. 

“At a rough eatfnato the site and buildings would oodt about 25 lakhs. Of this 
amount 10 to 12 lakhs might be obtained by selling off the present site and buildings of the 
College cither tothe University orto private buyers. Tho remaining 16 lakhs might be 
advanced by Government in two or three years. ‘Tue estimated cost is suown below :—

As regards hostels for studonts on the now site, I believe the procesds from the sale of 
the prosent buildings und site of the Kdon Hindu Hostel would bo sulliciont to construct 
new buildings on improved plans, ‘Tho prosont site and buildiags might bo sold either to 
vate parties or reserved by Government for the students of the Medical Qollege for whom 
understand hostel accommodation is nocded, and their estimated value might be oredited 
to the new Prosidonoy College.

8. On this subject I would refer to the original letters and notes of the Professors 
apponded to this leiter (seo notes by Mr. Kichler, Mr. Cunningham, Mr. Mahalanabis, 

r, Hayden and Dr, Cullis). They euggest that cach laboratory should be located in a 
separate building, as in Germany. 

Tn Germany'and Ameria end alo in Bngland, a Payohologiol Laboratory has beoome 
almost as common asa Physical or Chemical Laboratory. It would be desirable therofore 
to make provision for it in tho proposed new College. 

9, A separate bell which may be used as @ common room by students and Professors 
and whiol. may be converted into a largo Lecture Room or « Thoatro whenover required is 
a matter of necessity for sooial intercourse betwoen students and Professors outside college 
lasses. 

26, A large gymnasium in the German, fashion is absolutely neoeomary. It should be 
equipped with all the latest imploments of physical exeroigo us well as provided with the 
old ivstruments, such as wore onco provalont in India, 

UL.” ‘The grounds should be well aid out for walla ae well as for gamge and sport 

12, On the ovcasion of your last visit you have been ploused to romark :— 

‘The College has a very high reputation to maintain, Lhere are ovor 140 scholarship-holders of 
various degrocs working snd reading in the College, so that it contains the cream of those under education 
in Bengal, and all concerned must realiso this and work at the highost possible pressure. Lt is well 
remember that standard set in all matters in the Presidency College will react generally on collegiate 
‘education in Benge Great responsibility therefore rests not only on the Principal but also om every 

jeasor and teacher in the College, and work of each should be such as will set a proper standard is 

is own special subject.” 


13, In order to realise the ideal indicated in the above lines and to raise the College 
to the level of one in Europe or America it would be necessary to enlurge the teaching stall 
and to organize the College in such a way as would oall forth the greatest individual and 
collective effort: and promote the highest corporate and individual life, 

14. Un the third subject, namely the general organization of the College and the 
enlargement of the toaching staff, a separate communication will be submitted ia continus-

I necetven yesterday ywur letter (Kducation Circular No. 9T.-G.), dated 
the \7th May 1905, in which you have done me the honoar of asking my 
opinion on the proposal for the removal of the Presidency College to a Lotte, 
site in the suburbs of Culeutta, 

In reply I beg to submit the following obsorvatigns for the consider- 
ation of His Honour the Lona ee ier é 

3. On going through the copies of papers you have been good enough 
to send me, | find that the im, opened in the Presidency College which ees 
been considered necessary or desirable, aro— 


(i) the conversion of the institution into » residential College, by 
having suitable’ hostel accommodation and play-grounds for 
students, and houses for the Principal dnd Professors, close to 
the College building ; 

() the extension of the physical and chemical laboratories, the etee- 
tion of new laboratories Tor Biology, Geology and other’ sciences, 
and the building of more lecture-roomis; a 

(tii) the strengthening of the teaching staff. 


And it is mainly for the purpose of effveting improvement (i) that the removal 
of the College to a suitable site in the suburbs of Calcatta has been recont= 
mended ag necessary. 

4. While yielding to none in my desire to see the Presidene College, 
which is the premier College in Bengal and which should be the model College 
for India, fitted with every possible improvement, and while king with 
all deference for the views of the Hon’ble Babu Bhy dra Nath Bose and 
Mr. Pedler ond Dr. P, K. Roy, which I believe are share by most European 
educationists and by many of my own countrymen, I fecl bound to say that 
the conversion of the Presidency College into a residential College is not 
desirable in the existing state of things, and is not necessary for increasing 
its efficiency. My reasons for taking this view may be shortly stated thus :— 


In the first place, improvements (ii) and (iii) are of much higher im- 
ortance than improvement (i), and it to be effected full 
fore the latter can claim our attention ; but the funds availabl 
will not leave much for the formor purpose if they aro applied in 
the first instance to the latter, 

In the second place, the advantages of a residential College are not so 
clear and unquostionable as they are gonorally apposed te be 
specially when the number of students is so large as it is in the 
case under consideration. For personal influence of the Principal 
and the Professors will reach only a few, and the supervision 
the most part will be mechanical and a matter of routine; and disci- 
pline under such supervision must bo far loss salutary in’ ite effeots 
than home-training or the necessary self-discipline of those who 
have to shift for themselves, subject to such supervision as a system 
of inspection for students’ messes might secure. 

in the third place, in a country like this with its diversity of races and 

; hak, aie the piel staff in its higher ranks belonging to 
a different nationality, it will be no easy matter for the supervising 
authorities to have sympathetic appreciation of tho situation of 
students, and to show due regard for their habits and Soils 

In the fourth place, it is not necessary that a College should be of the 
“leiden Eypain outer tlt lea sxeroish ddenuate ccriral vee 
the conduct of students, and” its Professors may cultivate 
friendly relatious with their pupils. Such control may be suffi- 
ciently secured if the Colleges co-vperate with the University in the 

















supervision of students’ messes and hostels; and the lecture-room 
and the laboratory may alford ample field for the cultivation of 
such friendly relations. : 


5. Af thon the frst improvement suggestod, namely, the eonversion of 


the Presidency Colloge into one of a residential type, be lott out of considera- 
tion as undesirable in the present state of things and unnecessary for inoreasin, 
ite efficiency, the other two improvements referred to above in paragraph 
which are essential and should. occupy our attention in the first instance, may, 
as implied in paragrraph B on page 3 of Mr. Pedler’s note, dated the 19th April 
1905, be effected without removing the Dillige to a different place, whereas, 
if the first-mentioned improvement is insisted upon and with ita change of site, 
the second improvement will no doubt proceed hand in hand, but the third, the 
most dmportent of all, will have to be postponed, at least fora time, for want 
of funds, 

6. While. thus, on the one hand, no change of site is necessary for effect- 
ing improvements (i) and (ii) (noticed in paragraph 3) which aro essontial for 
inereasing the efficiency of the College, on the other hand, removal of the 
College either to the northern suburbs or to Ballygunge is open to objection 
‘on yarious grounds, 

Tho Presidency College is now situated almost centrically with reference 
to the houses of those residents of Calcutta and its suburbs, who either actually 
send or aro likely to send their sons to that College for education; and the 
removal of the College, as suggested, will result in considerable inconvenience 
to large numbers of them. Tor if the College be removed to the northern 
suburbs, residents of Bhowanipore and Ballygunge will be put to great incon- 
venience, while removal to Ballygunge will produce similar inconvenience to 
the inhabitants of Shambazar ‘and Bagbazar. 

Then, again, neither the site recommended in the northern suburbs nor 
that suggeated in’Ballygunge is as‘hoalthy as the prosont site uf the College, 
the suburbs and Ballygunge being well known to be malarious places, 

Moreover, the removal of the Presidency College, us suggested, will 
materiully affoct the supervision of the Hindu and Hare Schools, the two 
important Government high schools in Calcutta, which are now under the 
control of the Principal of the Presidency Col'ege, and which cannot con- 
veniently be removed along with that College and converted into boarding 
schools, 3 
7. For the foregoing reasons, in my humble opinion, the removal of the 
Presidency College from its present sie is neither desirable nor necessary; ' 
and for its real improvement all available funds should, in the first instance, bo 
applied to the strengthening of the teaching staff and the extension of the. 
laboratories. 

8. In conclusion, I should add that my insisting upen the strengthening 
of the teaching staff must not be taken to imply any diaparageatlent of the 
merits of ‘tho’ present staff, What I really mean is this, that with a view to 
increase the efficiency of teaching, the numerical strength of the staff should 
be increased, so that it may be adequate to take charge of the large number of 
students who eeck instruction, and of the great variety of subjects in which 
instruction is sought; and the salaries of Professors should be raised so as to 
offer sufficient inducement to competent men in India and Europe to enter the 
educutional service and continue in their posts as teachers,

purpose of a model Uollege on enlightened principles 4 admitted, Extensions 
must be made at once if the primacy of the College is to be maintained, and 
these extensicns must provide accommodation for residences for European 
ani indian professors, laboratories, and extra class rooms. 

2. ‘Two possibilities present themsolvos:—(a) Local extensions, (3) 
Removal-— 

a) Local extensions could be procured by tearing down the antiquated 
buildi: gs on the north side of Cllloge Square (Sanskrit College, Sanskrit 
Library, Hindu School, University Institute) and erecting a mod rn four- 
storeyed building there. The first two floors could be used for class-rooms 
and laboratories, the third and fonrth for residential quarters (provided with 
lifts and water-tanks on roofs for flushing, etc). ‘I'nis would provide a 
magnificent frontage. Then the tank (College Square) should be filled up 
Ssed jinas Suks aplay-ground, roserving half for the Presidency College and 
half for the general ‘public. ‘I'he old buildings on the north side of College 
Square are picturesque, but far from economical in their use of space—opea 
quadiangles wud colonades in the centre of a city are ploasant, but decidedly 
wasteful when extensions are needad. 

The residences would-he for the European staff. Indian gentlemen are 
not usually comfortab'e in Eueopoan houses, which seem too open ani 
draughty. ‘The tank should be filléd up in any case, Tanks ure a solecism 
in Calcutta, and are possibly also a source of danger to the public health as 

* breeding-places of mosquitoes, No doubt the ripple on the surface of the 
College Square tank ona moonlight night is charming and productive of 
pootic thoughts, but in this utilitarian age that chirm will be less thought 
of than the possible danger, and the certain inutility of the tank as at present 
restricted. Filled up, it would mike a magnificant square in the centre of the 
city and such an open space would provide health for thousind:. Instead of 
the ripple of the water there would be trees, shrubs, flowers aloug the borers, 
and athletic games in the square itself, 

Accordingly if local extension is thought dosirablé the above scheme 
would provide it adequately, though not as ideslly as removal to a southern 
suburb. 

Before proceeding to consider (5) it would be well to provide for the 
dispossessed Sanskrit College, Library, and Hindu School. ‘These might be 
very well removed to the outskirts of the town, sry to the eastwards on or 
neat Upper Circular Road, and would allow of a return to simple anciont 
Sanskrit tol conditions, ‘Tho Hindu School (at proseut like auy other 
entrance school) should specialize asa preparatory school for the Sanskrit 
College. Or it might be necessary to buy up the eastern side of College 
Square under the Land Acquisition Act and erect buildings there that would 
glorify the contre of Calcutta, where Hansuannising is very much neoded. 

(#) But if on general principlos local extension is loss desirable than 
migration elsewhere, the question arises, where? For the very large exyen- 
diture estimated as likely to be required, cne would have to consider not 
only sizo of proposed sito, but goneral suitability, and probable remunora- 
tivene:s. 

On a now site it would be possible to eroct a Cullege, with residences for 
professors and students on the best possible lines. 

3. Dr. P, K. Roy suggests a site at Cossipore, He gives an elaborote 
scheme; and it will have to be carefully examined by experts before such a 
huge outlay is incurred. : 

4, Personally knowing the district os Ido from froquent eyele rides in 
the vicinity, 1 am very strongly opposed to the seloction of Cossiporo as the 
site for t! 6 new I'residency College— 

(a) The district is malarious: the district row.d Dum-Dara is notoriously 
so: the eastern part of the district is under water for several mouths every 
year. From the road to Dum-Dum Cantonments one sees water as far as 
the eye ean reach in the rains, the poriod of most strenuous application im 
Calencta Colleges, when malaria eeu prevail among students and others, 

Tt is possible that the mularious nature of the aoa might be improved 
by removing junglo; but it would be foolish to plant down at on estimated

5. I would venture to suggest that a site be estimated for in the area 
between Alipore and Tollygunge where there is plenty of good land, no 
malaria soourge, and contemplated tram-car facilities. 

All the institutions of Calcutta—the Imperi Library, the Museum, 
the European shops, the Town Hall, and the Victoria Memorial—are at the 
south side of Calcutta, and are much nearer Alipore than Cossipore, to say 
nothing of the salubrious drive acrosg’‘the Maidan in the one case, and the 
crawling progress through pestiferoys streets in the other. For the residents~ 
at the College, students and professgrs, these are points to be considered. 

1 may say that I have no idea what such a site might cost in the district 
named, but thy other items would je much the same in both cases. 

. 8 1 would lay stress on the social surroundings in both places. At 
Alipore a distinctively Kurgpean element predominates, leading to excellent 
conservancy, Orderly arryyigements, and Wes:ern amenities, It would be an 
excellent training fur hostel students there to be surrounded by all the 
influences of Ewopeun life in college terms, not only in respect of professors 
but of a general public thut would learn to respect the scions of the best 
Caleurty Atewat., and would impress them with the high character of the 
gens European citizen.

‘the advantage of a closer intercourse betweon the teachors and the taught may 
be thought relevant to the question at issue. During the six months I officiated 
as Principal of the College, I acquired an influence with the students, which 
I should not previously havo considered possible. by taking an intorest in 
their games, dramatic xeprobentn Gai debating clubs, etc. I never thought 
the student class capable of much affection or gratitude before, but I have 
certainly had cause to change my opinion. 

2." Another reason which leads me to support the proposal is, that, as it 
is in contemplation to build houses for the Principal and Professors, in the case 
of such as are marked men it would certainly be unpleasant for European ladies 
to reside anywhere near the Presidency College. 

This objection would not apply to the proposed site in the northern 
suburbs. : 

3, If the College'is removed as proposed, it will bo possible to. secure. in 
a great measure freedom from the undesirable surroundings, objectionable 
both from the point of view of morality and health, which are well known to 
anyone Gehu. tas: hed anything to do with the management of the Edex 
Hostel. :! 

4. Twould remark that Dr. Roy’s scheme takes no notice of the other 

Government educational institutions in Calcutta more or less intimately con- 

nected with the Presidency College, such as the Hindu and Hare Schools and 

the Calcutta Madrasa, The case for their removal is as strong as that for 

removing the ‘Presidency College, and inasmuch as the students of the Madrasu 

reading for the F.A, and B.A. examinations attend lectures at tho Prosidency 

College, if the Madrasa is not to be moved, additional outlay will have to 

be faced for increasing the staff of the Madrasa to enable it to teach up to 

the B.A. standard. 

5. Whilst cordially approving the schemo, I feol bound to oxpress: my 
belicf that it will be difficult to enforce residence on a very large proportion 
of our students. So many of thom are the children of paronts, who are. badly 
off, that the increased cheapness of living with their parents or relations, 
rather than in the hostel, which it is proposed to establish, will bo’ matter 
of great importance to them, With this liberty, I do not ‘ee how the 
Government can interfere, and: thetsfore for a largo pumber of students, the 
College must remain'a day of non-residenti a, Many’ of our students 
live at such # long distance from 'the Qollege that their time outside lecture” 
hours is fully taken up with going and coming every day. Such: students 
will not dérive much advantage from the residential system, or the’ gamos 
and play-grounds, which it is in contemplation to establish. | Itis only the 
minority, who will be much influenced by the change, and for them its benefit 
‘will be incaleulablo, 

6. A point of some. importance relating to the proposed transfer of the 
Kien Hostal to. the ‘Medtott Callege) is iat thaijeodsont of the: private 
benefactors, such as the’ Raja’ of Maisddal, by whose contributions the hostel 
was in a large part constructed, or theit heirs, will have to” be’ socured. 
A similar difficulty will have to be considered with reference to the Elliott 
Muhammadan Hostel, if, a3 1 have ventured to suggost, it is considered that 
ota of the Presidency College’ entails tho removal of the Calcutta

I do not know what the advantage is in having the buildings on both 
sides of the Barrackpore Trunk Road. But I want to warn you that the 
ground level in blocks A and B is below the road level and the ground is 
covered with water all the rains. I visited the Cossipore Horticultural Gardens 
incidentally. It is part of block A above, and the Manager informed me that 
it was malarions, and flooded in the rains. The ground level is under road 
level. A good deal of the land in question is garden land, not in our sense, 
but densely overgrown. ‘There are a number of tanks, each garden haying 
at least one for irrigation purposes. These would have to be filled up as part 
of the scheme. 

Block A is very objectionable on other grounds. It is faced to the south 
by the ‘Tramway Horses Infirmary and the new terminus of the goods traffic 
of the Chitpore-Cossipore section of the Eastern Bengal State Railway. The 
noise of shunting would be very disagreeable either for students or residents. 

‘Tho west boundary is tho Cossipore road, with open drains on both sides, 
and a regular low-down native bazar, peopled apparently by mill-hands and 
their families and other followers. 

T cannot imagine how any responsible porson would fix on this block as an 
an ideal site for a splendid College. 1n charity therefore am bound to assume 
that block A is meant as a play-ground or maidan for students, and in that case 
the question arises whether the expense of raising the whole level and filling up 
the tanks would not be prohibitive, asibeee te object. Block B has not the 
disadyanges of block A, but it is far from a good site for the Model College. , 
‘There is too much of tlie mill-hand and similar element about. That might be 

* cleared from the immediate neighbourhood of block B, but even then the 
approach would be unpleasant.

Rertyic to your Education Circular No. 9T.—G., of 17th May 1905, on 
the proposal for the removal of the Presidency College to a better site in the 
suburbs of Calcutta, I have the honour to say that in my opinion thealternative 
lies between the proposals A (1) and E of Mr, Pedler’s note. ‘The former which 

rovides for the necessury extension and development of the College, and for 
Peiding tay: or dineenewanl sot senainon weenie ava 
say, for improving. tho Catlago asa purely. tenohing institution, eould be 
ofootta by the acquisition of land close to the present site ata high but 
relatively modorate cost. Any of the other proposals would either be probibi- 
tive as involving extensive sequen in the heart of Calcutta, or pari ant 
ineffective as taking the College very litte beyond A (1) and making no real 
provision for residence, recreation or supervision. 

It seems to me, however, that the proposal A(1) would not provide 
adequately for modern requirements. I presume that Government has 
definitely decided that a model College must be vomething more than an 
agslomeration of class-rooms, and that much more is due to its students than 
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the mere ‘provision of lectures, But the cost involved even in scheme A (1) 
would probably be so great as to deter Governmont from making any furthor 
extensive changes in the College for another generation, 

3. ‘The proposal E is therefore the only one which ronders tho devolop- 
ment of the College possible as a residential or potentially residential College 
with adequate recreation grounds, hs 

4, I have a superficial acquaintance with Pellygangecsd Tollygunge, and 
also with Cossipore and the Peal along the Barrackpore ‘'runk Road. I believe 
that the region indionted by Dr. Roy is the best, numely, the tract on the 
Barrackpore Road, north of the Cossipore Gun Foundry Road, In this I au 
supported by Mr.’ Bernard who has, | believe, consulted Ine Disteret Engineer. 
All the outer suburbs are esteemed unhealthy; but, so far as I can learn, the 
Cossipore region is less so than the more ouilying tracts of Ballygunge and 
‘Vollygunge, ‘The country is better cleared and has, I think, a better fall 
towards the northern end of the Salt Lakes. " Atthe point indicated by Dr. Roy 
there are some extensive garden in a neglected condition of which the price 
could not be excessive. The site is also more suitable for local students, it is 
within walking distance, say 1} miles, of the northern end of Calcutta, and 
within, I should judge, the smallest tram fare (once lines are laid on the 
Barrackpore Road, as J believe, they will be) of the Harrision Koad. Dr. Roy 
informs me that of the students whose houses are in Calcutta, about 223 live 
north of the Harrison Road against 186 south of it. Any site wo could find in 
‘Tollygunge or Ballygange would be too far for those at the northern end, oven 
by tran, At least it would involve great loss of time and expense. 

5. Iam bound to observe, however, that any change of site is likely to 
occasion an extreme outery. Assuming rosidence not to be made compulsory, 
in the first instance, and it seems to me that to muke it compulsory woul 
Occasion as great un outcry as arose ainongst the native community when 
they assumed that the Uollege would bo removed to Ranchi, or suppressed in 
favour of the Ranchi College, then short of that the site which 1 approve as 
the best and nearest to the town will still necessitate a regular expenditure on 
tram fares by the great majority of the students, This expenditure will not 
be loss than Rs. 8, and for those farther off may amount to Rs. 6 mouthly. 
This alone is quite sufficient to occasion loud and violent opposition. I need 
not do more than advert to the perversity with which practically every Govern- 
ment proposal is misreprese: in Bengal. When the natural couservatism 
and suspicion of the class with whom we have to deal iy fortified by a 
substantial ground of complaint, it can be understood how intense the opposi- 
tion is likely to be. It has been distinctly shown that the upper and upper 
middle classes regard the Presidency College as an institution in which they 
have a vestod interest, and its want of conformity to modern ideas on the one 
hand, or «ny improvements which we can hope to effect in it on the other, 
will weigh yery little with them as against any change which makes it muro 
expensive or less available. ri 

6, 1 would ti.erefore suggest that if the step of moving it to a suburban 
site is considered to be essential to its improvement, that step should be taken 
with extreme caution, and native opinion should be propared for it not 
obtrauing any ready prepared scheme but by gradually exposing the impossi- 
bility of progross under existing conditions. If opinion ean be brought round 
to the necessity of reform, the fact that a chunge of site is an essential condition 

- to reform may be recognised. 1 make those observations because the benefits 
of the College are almost exclusively enjoyed by one particular class, and it 
hardly seems worth while to foree a bevelit upon that class at the eapense of 
all the abuse and political odium wuich will be excited, unless it believes that 
the demand proceeds from itself.

Note on the proposed removal of the Presidency Colirge to a better site inthe suburbs, 


From hardly any point of view oan the present. site of the Prosideney Cullege be 
Gausid-red antistactory, “Avegarded merely as a day college, where work is done between 
stated hours, the only argument in favour of its situation is that it is central, But such en 
argument is nowadays considered of lit(le account. unless the central situation is pe rr 
by other advantages of a more ossontial nature. It is after all a very trifling ip if 
young men of college age liave to travel either on foot or by some other miode of locomotion 
‘a considerable distance to the place of their studies. ‘To my mind it is indeed a distinct 
advantage, as with many young students this compu'sory locomotion forms their only hodily 
coxercise, and eyen it it take the mild form of transportation by carriage or tram, it still has n 
certain valuc, Nepecially is this true of the Bengali student, whose natural disivelination for 
bodily exertion, assuredly needs no artificial encouragement, ‘The only advantages in fast 
afforded by a central situation as such are those which arise from libraries, seaing. and 
common rooms and laboratories to which access is pormitted outside the usual college hours. 

‘These advantages have, however, up to the prosent not heen associated with tie Prosi- 
dexioy College, and oven if thoy hud boon, they would have been more than counterbalanced 
hy the drawbacks which the sittation of the college presents in other respects. 

‘The chief charucteristies which in, my opinion should be aimed at in selecting a site for a 
high grade day college are hygienic surroundings, ireedom from noise and dust, and 
sulliciont space, not only for present requirements in the matter of buildings, but also for 
Fature-expausion,  Kdocational work should be done in guict places and in pute air, and it is 
specially desirable for so‘eutifin work that there ‘should be! no soiee, ino "vibration,. and 
no dust, 1 i 
Judged by these requiromonte, the present site of the Presidency Qolloge considered 
merely as « day college stands condemned. Its hygionio surroundings are of the poorest, the 
air is full of dust, and the noise and, vibration caused by. the traffic. in the streets are 
intolerable Further, the neods of the scientific departments have far outgrown the epace 
‘ccommodation at present at their disposal, and no reliof a poanble scent by the hequintion 
of the expensive though msavoury land surrounding the dollege. As Mr. Pedlor'hns pointed 
out, no addition beyond tho edustruction of w well-planned chemical Laboratory hs been, made 
to the college for the lastithirty years, so that a large-amount of “arrears in tho direction of 
now buildings has now to ba made good. Haren onNer rye 

‘The nee s for new buildings is most pressing on the science side, This is the, natural 
oateomo of the recent awakening of India in common with other countries to the benefits of a 
seal sciontific oducation, It should, moreover, be noted that a special impetus will in al 
he given to the dem for incrersed facilities for nequiting scientific knowledge ie 
regulations founded on the new University Act which are ubout'to ‘come into forde. "Phese 
favilitios must nevessarily include the provision of now laboratories of ajmodern'type in. the 
various branches of soienee which the University proposes to include in itajeurticulum. Now, 
whatever bo the future zlations of, the University 10 ite affiligted colleges, as, regards post 
graduate studies; I think it would bea grevt mistake if the lending Government. eollege in 
Bengal were to give up direct and active participation in the highost kind of @ducational 
work.

unsatisfactory conditions of th sent site might hardly by themselves constitute a suffi 
ciently powerful reason for the ae @ complete removal of tho colloge. 
Hf, however, it is admitted that the construction of now laboratories for the Presidency College 
i vagently called for (and I would strongly pross this view on Government), ard iff 
construction of these laboratories on an oxtension of tho present site involves 2, Yor heavy 
expenditure, it certainly seoms desirable, provided a reasonable gum can be ronlic hy the 
sale of the present property, to remove the oolloge to a botter sito instead of perpetuating the 
disadvantages of tho prosont one, Such n step would involve little or no Pecuniary logs, and 
besides the very considerable benefits already alluded to which could be woured by a change 
of situation, there would bo tho additional One that not only the now science inctitates Lot 
also the portions of the college devoted to literary and philosophio work would ‘he designed 
from tho outset with a viow to their ultimato purpose and not merely consist, as Mr Pode

So far I have confined myself to the arguments iu favour of movitig the Presidency

calloget tii axyuinicate fo removal aoquire overwhelming foroc. It may I think be taken for 
granted that while great improvements can no doubt be introduced in the matter of hostel 
fuperrision and while muoh can bo done to increasé amenitios of student life in the present 
hostel by the provision of reading and other common rooms, by tho institution of clubay 
ierary aud athlotic, and by the consequent encouragement of sovial intercourse amongst tho 
studonts themselves, in a word by giving a collegiate instead of a mere lodgimg-house charac, 
tor to the hostel, any attompt to ostablish a rosidontial college on the present: site is out of 
the question. ‘Lhe expense alone would bo prohibitive, but quite pert from this the mere 
provision of professors’ houses in more or lose proximity to the hostels would constitate very 
Sunall stop towards the realisution of the conditions of a residential college in the full sem 
of the term. Moreover, it is doubtful whether one of the chief objects of such an institution, 
{iz the promotion of friendly interoourse between professors and students, would be materially 
furthered by tho mere propinquity of residence of thoso two classes in such a neighbourhood 
as Oollego Sireot. It is true that the minimum requirements of the University Aot amount 
to nothing moro than the provision of residences for the Principal and perhaps one or two 
Ppofessors as near as possible to the college or the hostel, but it is hurdly likely that the 

ernment would. bo content, to, work down to this minimum, aud even if it did so the 
fxPenditure entailed in tho provision of adequato residences and in the improvement of the 
hostel would still bo very heavy and out of all proportion to the very mougre results. which 
would follow, 

The real objection, however, 
for the addition of further residential quarters cither for students or professors lice in. the 
Utter unsuitability of the sito, All thut I havo eaid above with regard to the hygienic 
surroundings of  non-rosidential college applies with double force when the residential 

mnt comes in, and in the case of the students a still more important point is that the 
tuoral surroundings should be as pure as possible. The less however caid about the moral 
and hare conditions of the neighbourhood of the Presidency College the better, It is 
fue that there are many other Arts Colleges in the same neighbourhood aud, farther, that the 
Modical College is not only close to the Presidenoy Collego but that the authoritica of that 
institution propose acquiring « hostel in tho quartor which I have just stigmatised as. objeo- 
tiounblo. | With regard to the latter thare are special reasons why tho Modioal Houpital and 
consequently tho college attached to it should bo in the contre of the town, and there are 
also special reasons why the students attonding tho college, who moreover are on an average 
considerably older thon tho Arts students, should live oloso to it. As for the private Arts 
Colleges, they are for the most part day colleges, to which not oven all tho reasons for 
removal (such as for instance the demand for additional space) which hold in the ease of the 
non-residential part of the Presidenoy College, are applicable. Moreover, sheuld_ the 
authorities responsible for those institutions propose to orect hostels in conneetion with it, 
it is not possible that they might follow an initiative set by Government and choos more 
desirable sites for this purpose in the suburbs of Ualou ie i 

I havo purposely Kept the questions of the removal of the non-residential and resi- 
dential parts of the Prosidenoy College separate, as if any obstacle, which howover I. do 
Hot anticipate, should arise in the way of removing the College as a whole, the removal of 
the hostels alone would, as 1 have pointed out in the provious note, bo still’ quite feasible. 
So numerous, moreover, and powerful are tho arguoments in fayour of this part of the 
scheme that it seems a case where an opportunity fur its oxeoution should bo orcated and 
not merely awaited by Government Fortunately, however, the aay is here again 
forthooming, for, as has been already pointed ou!, the provisions of the University At 
make it necessary to fave the question of yory considerable expenditure in connection with 
the improvement’ of the hostel and tho erection of houses for at least the Principal and one 
©: two professors, ‘ 4 

Tiere is ono aspect of the projeot which I haye not touched on, and that is, tho attitude 
Which tho leading Indian residents of Caloutta would a-sumo towards the sobeme. The 
‘question of expedionoy must ly be determined by this attitude, and it is therefors 
8 matier for" congeufuation tbat the speech by the Hon'ble Bhupeadra Nath Bose in the 
Legislative Council sooms to indioato that, aot only: would there. be uo opposition to the

congested area than College Street, leaving the present buildings to the Arts Section of 
fhe Oollogo as, though T.atill think that in the absence of anything better such a scheme 
would be both desirablo and practicable, it hus not nearly so much to recommend it as the 
other alternatives put forward and need not therefore be taken into present consideration. 

Finally, the opportunity of removal afforded by tho presont junoturo of affairs is 
Joopreved wll further by the powbiity which seme, ta, offer of Aniing: a ‘purchaser not 
only for. the existing Presiteney but also for the Eden Hostel. It is after all not 
sufficient to assess the buildings and of the College und Eden Hostel at a oortain 
value and then to sot the amount against the cost of the acquisition of new land and tho 
tection of new buildings. Property aubh aa the Presidoney College and. the Eden Hostel 
hardly finds a ready market, and unless a purchaser wore found, ready to acquire the 
property at its nominal value, the financial difficulties in connection with the project 
twould sill be considerable, "If, however, the Medical Uollege authorities are walling to take 
over the Eden Hostel and if the University should find the existing collego buildings 
suitable for tho purposes of the extension which it is a prosent contemplating, one eeriout 
obstacle in the way of the realization of the schomo will have beon removed. 

iT gum up, the points in equnection with the question of the removal ‘af. the College 
which I have endeavoured to establish are tho following :— 


(1) Tho situation of the Presidency College rogarded morely as a nov-residential 
institution is highly prejudicial to the work carried on there. 4 

(2) Tho situation of the Hden Hostel is open to still more serious objection, and if 
nothing elso be done the hostel at least should be removed to an open healthy 
sito in tho suburbs, and houses for the Principal and some of the Professors 
built in connection with it. 

(8) Should the Presidency Collogo and tho Hiden Hostel be retained in their present 
site, a very heavy exponditure will have to be faced in connection with the 

juisition “of land, the erection of new laboratories and Professors’ residences 
and the institution of other improvements, and with it all the result will 
be unsutinfactory. 

(4) Indian opinion is apparently in favour of the removal of the College. 

(6) It seoms therefore desirable to combine the funds necossary to carry out the 
improvements mentioned in (8) with the money which could bo realized 
from the sole of tho existing land and buildings and devote the total amount 
to the ervotion of a model residential colloge in the suburbs of Caloutta. 


The abovo is the caso for the removal of the College as it seems to me to stand at 
present. With regard to the solection of a now site should the removal be decided on, 
it is perhaps premature to say anything, as it would probably be left to a spevial Committos 
to male reoommendations om tis quo I would morcly remark hore that apart from 
the quostion of hhealthiness which will probably be tho most important determining factor 
in the selection of the site, there aro certain considerations which’ seem strongly to favour 
the choice of a southern suburb, The north side of Calontta is practically isolated from 
the chiof scientific institutions of the city, and it certainly seems a mattor of considerable 
importance that the new Presidency College should be within easy access of the Indian 
Musoum, the Zoological and Hortivultural Gardens, and the Imporial Library. It seems 
furthor desirable for different though no less cogent roasons that the new College should 
not bo far distant from the Maidan, the great open space of Caleutta, to which there is 
nothing equivalent in the north ond of the town, 

Lastly, I am tempted to say a word with regard to Dr. Ray’s estimate of the probable 
cost of the scheme, ‘This estimate seems to me unduly high, and it would certainly be a 
pity if a project eminently desirablo in itself were simply owing to an impression 
that the cost would be prohibitive. There are muny obvious directions in which the 
estimate could, if necessary, be reduced. For instanoo, in tho onso of the tninor laboratories 
it is sufficient that tho buildings should satisfy the requirements of the prosont and of the 
immediate future, but that they should be so designed at the outsst as to admit of 
extensions at a later perlod when theso become necessary. If this were doue, the 
biological and geological laboratories could certainly be out down to half a lakh each, 
while thirty thousand rupees would be ample for the astronomical. 

nas to the Professors’ houses, it is noither nocoseary nor desirable to house all 
the Professors nor even a majority of them, and a corresponding reduction might be mado 
under this head. ‘The common room and gymnasium seem also too highly estimated for. 

As for the land, 300 bighas appears exoossive, but it \is difficult to estimate the cost 
of this item beforchand, Certainly if the land of Kidderpore House, which is one of tho 
suggestions made by Mr. Pedler, could be noquired, it would form an idoal site, na, the 
grounds would require fow alterations to adapt them to their new requirements and the 
cost of acquisition would, I believe, under Government tions be nil. In any case, 
Bay Na ee ae iF Mane aR ey, to 20 lakhs.

T Rave the honour to acknowledge the rédeipt of your Educational 
Cireular No. 9T.—G, dated the 17th May, and enclosures, inviting an expres- 
sion of my opinion on the proposed removal of the Presidency College to a 
batter sito in the suburbs of Gulectia, In reply Tbeg to submit. the following 
observations. 

When the idea of starting a residential college at Ranchi on the lines of 
the well-known institutions at beuidtiae Pd Oxford was first mooted by His 
Honour, some of my edueated countrymen were startled and surprised, for the, 
then apprehended that the new institution partly from its novelty and peri 
from its numerous superior attractions, and éspocially on account of its several 
new features and advantages, would gradually draw away a large number of 
students from the Presidency College and thus make it die of inanition. In 
the proposal for a new college, which, it was supposed, would in time beat down 

Preniitets College in all respects, some of my countrymen saw a design to 
smother the old one and thereby do away with high education altogether. 

Instead of being gratoful to Government instead of thanking it for its 


introduc ing a new feature in it and thereby imparting a powerful impetus to 
high education, my countrymen did not hesitate to ascribe motives for attempt- 
ing to supply what was so urgently needed, But this much may be said in 
defence of my countrymen that they had no motive in being wilfully perverso: 
they were sitnply carried away by the panic of “high odscation 2s danger.” 
Moreover, it is well known that the Preadensy ollege has hallowed asso- 
pci of its own, which have rendered it an object of affection and reverence 
to all. 

__,It is the premier educational institution in this country, the best of its 
kind, and in one sense the oldest Government College, and almost all the best 
and respected mon amongst us in different professions and walke of life and 
almost all tho distinguished and highest Indian Judicial and Executive officers 
and most of thé well-known savanis havin, been the products of this College, 
and it being still looked upon as the pivot of the hopes and aspirations of our 
youthfuls, anything that goes or is apprehended would go to detract from tho 
usefulness of the Presidency College, or lessen ite importance in the eyes of the 

iblic or render it less attractive is sure to bo looked upon with feelings of 
distr and suspicion, if not with positive disfayour, 
It is to the above feclings that the opposition to tho Ranchi College scheme 
‘was due, and there would have been little or no opposition—at lest it would 
not have been so acute—if with the provgeel for a residential college at Ranchi 
the present scheme for renovating the Presidency College on such a broad and 
satisfactory basis and converting it into a residential one had been simultane- 
Teaty, put forth, "But at the sumo time it must be admitted that, so far as 

English education in this Country is concerned, the idea of a residential college 
isa thing of yesterday, is a new growth, and as such before the Ranchi scheme 
Was broached by His Honour and before the present Dacea College scheme was 
matured, the idea of bodily transferring the Presidency College from its present 
eentral and advantageous site would have considered as outrageous and 
looked upon with positive disfayour. But" now with the Ranchi and Dacca 
Schemes before us, people aro. rather wondering why nothing has yet been 

‘one to convert ‘residency into a residential college and otherwise to 
wodel and renovate it, and beget ved its sphere of usofulness, 

Formerly it would have surely been considered as an act of sacrilege even 

to think of removing the Presidency College from its present site, and I myself 
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would have seriously questioned the propriety of any such proposal. But 
whatever doubts I nit have had on the rao, they have pire beon 
dissipated by the perusal of the very able and thoughtful notes of the Hon'ble 
Mr. Pedler (my former gurt) and of my esteemed friend and countryman, 
Dr. P. K, Roy. 

On Danek of its situation in one of the most scrip sae quarters of the 
city, surrounded on all sides by large and costly buildings, with no room for 
expansion except at a prohibitive cost and by dislocating a very large popula- 
tion, whose ancestors settled there with the foundation of the city itself, it is 
not possible to secure the yer; poae quanti. of land so necessary for the 
extonsion and development of the Collego and its various other purposes. 

As pointed out by Dr. Roy, about 300 bighas of land would be required 
to carry out the above objects and to place the college on a sound footing and 
make it worthy of its position as the premier College in the Province, if not in 
India. But I'beg to submit that it would be a sheer waste of money to make 
such an extonsive acquisition in the heart of the city itself, and that lar 
acquisition cannot be made without encroaching on the Harrison Road. itself 
and on the sites now occupied by some of the oldest residents of the city. 

Anot! or fatal objection to the enlargement of the College on its present 
site is that plague, which has secured a pormanent footing in the Northern 
Division of the city, where the College is, breaks out periodically with great 
virulence in February and March, that is, when the University examinations 
are hold, ond this has not only a great disturbing effect on the studies of the 
students, but has the further serious effect, by creating a panic amongst tho 
stadents, who mostly live in the congested quartors of the city, of scaring away 
a large number of them from such examinations. 

‘orcover, it is extremely desirable that students and their professors 
should live in an atmosphere of adsoluto purity, It does not seem appro- 
priato to make a lavish expenditure of money for providing residential 
quartere for 7 to 800 students and their professors on a site which is so 
tomptingly close to all the vile allurements of the city. 

For the above reasons, with the necessity of converting the Presidency 
College into a residential one domonstrated beyond doubt, I have no hositation 
in heartily supporting tho recommendations’ of tho Hon'ble Bhupend:a Nath 
Basu, the Hon'ble Mr, Peder, and Dr. P. K, Roy that the Presidency College 
should be bodily removed to a suitable site in the suburbs. 

While it is ndmitted that the proposed site should bo in tho open country 
on high and dry land free from the influence of malaria and should be near 
the river, it muist not be ‘very far away from the Northern Division of the 
town, for the majority of the students of the Presidency College are recruited 
from the Northern side, and it is here where the higher and middle and 
educated classes and the merchants and traders, whose sons and relatives 
attend lectures at the Presidency College, live, 

The site selected by Dr. P. K. Roy, which is bounded on the southern 
side by the Gun Foundry Road and on the west by the broad Cossipore Road, 
seems to b2 admirably suited for the location of the premier College in India, 

Besides its other advanta, its close proximity to the r Hogg! 
and the enormous piles of buildings occupied by the Foundry and Shell 
Factory, and having a large open space on the south, the location of the 
College on the above site, while ridding Qossipore of its numerous filthy and 
congested dustecs and thus adding to the sanitation und beauty of Cossipore, 
will have the most desirable effect of automatically relieving a good deal of 
the congestion of the Northern part of Calcutta, 

For various reasons I cannot approve of removing the College to Bally- 
gunge or Tollygunge or to any site east of the Barrackpore Trunk Road, as 
they aie all more or less tainted with malaria and far away from the Northern 

loutta, 

For sme years Mantae Presidency College has not been able to retain 
its old reputation of being the premier College in India, If it is intonded to 
fulfil the place nasigned to it of being the ier educational institution in 
India, of serving as an exampler to others, of serving as a model, of what a 
Ligh-class educational institution should “be, of moulding the character of seb 

Neation in Ladin, it won't do merely to raise a magaificont building for th 




































College, to erect attractive residences for the professors and equally attractive 
hostels for the students and.to provide an extensive and beautiful play-ground 
for the boys, but something more solid is necessary to be done which may 
inorease its efficiency und usefulness, and thus make it the coveted resort of all 
genuine seckers after knowledge. I therefore aay. support the suggestions 
of the Hozx’ble Mr. Pedler and Dr. P. K, Roy, that the teaching staff should 
be strengtheued and recruited by the very best of professors in the several 
departments available here aud in England, and that the College should be 
fitted up with first class Jaboratories and all the necessary applicances for 
teaching Physics, Chemistry, Biology, aud Geology, aud, lustly, it should have 
aatelad el worthy of the pronder College in India. 

If His Honour would be gracious enough to give us a renovated Presidency 
College on the lines indicated abuve, fit it up with all the necessary laboratories 
and costly eppliances and man it with the best of teaching staff and convert 
it into a residential institution and otherwise place it on a solid and satisfactory 
basis, His Honour’s name, associated 9s it will always be as having been the 
author or founder of three residential colleges in Bengal, will for ever remain 
enshrined in the grateful hearts of a grateful nation, and will be handed from 
generation to gencration as having been the best promoter and patron of high 
education in India, : 

Lastly, a word or two about the proposed site for the Oullege and the 
hostels. In my humble opinion, a site nearer tho river is more desiruble, as it 
will enable the several hundreds of students and their professors, whose health 
rust be the first consideration with the authorities, to inhale the puro air of the 
Hooghly. I tierefore beg to recommend that the residential quarters for 
students and their professors should be built on that extensive ground (to the 
west of Cossipore Koad) now ocenpied by the numerous bustaes and the Jheel 
Press, while the College and the play-ground may, if necessary, bo placed on 
the site to the east of Cossipore Road,

NOTE ON THE REMOVAL AND RECONSTRUCTION OF PRESIDENCY 
COLLEGE. 


an 1 untroduetory.—Some suspicions that Government did not mean well by higher education 
‘n India have from time to time been expressed, especially 4 propos tho recent. legislation 
sflecting tho Indian Universities. It could not indeed be regarded as wonderful if the 
subject, from its very foundations, had beon veriously discussed by those in authority. We 
‘re at the present ‘time in India, and { believe most acutely in Bengal, exposed to all the 
Proverbial dangers of a little learning. 1t must be remembered that India is not altogether 
j.Ptional in this matter, though the evil is perhaps more pronounced here than elsewhere. 
Bit aitetie giod) Restle, thelearne earl ot dioticiance being folt, and perhaps wo have 
really much to be thankful for that the disappointed B.A. does not betake himself to 
“uarchy and nibilism in Bongal. In Russia the primo motivo of this disturbanoo is, probably

legitimately, polition! rather than educational, In (France, howeyer, it is almost cortain! 
attributable toa very faulty system of public instruction, ‘There is indeed a quite remarkal 
similarity between the exaggerated multipliotion of examinations, the teaching out of toxt- 
books, the learning by the help of memory alone, and tho total absence of the scientific 
mathod, in Franco and in Bengal, Germany, America, and Japan may on the other hand he 
cited as countries which are entiroly happy in their education and well satisfied with the 
return for a very heavy expenditure on education, of therightsort, in the main. I take it that 
if the question tas boon femlamentally reconsidered im Lunites it has beon authoritively decided 
in fayour of education—more education, deoper education, aud, in shoit, real education, 

Similarly T shall assume that it has boon conooded by the Government of Bengal. that 
Presidency College does fill what, without it, would be a serious gap in a complete scheme of 
education ; that its usefulness must be extended and its influence deepened. 

In response to the Principal’s invitation to the professors of Presidency College, I havo 
alroady submitted a brief note dwelling on what I conceive to be two of the most urgently 
needed reforms in the goneral organisation of the teaching staf’ (and which I thought might 

yoasibly not be pi forward by the other professors) ; and 1 also submitted a preliminary 
Estof the special requirements of the chemical department with which I was more intimately 
and particuiarly concerued In that note, written after the speech of the Hon’ble Babu 
Bhupendra Nath Boso and His «/onour’s reply on tho occasion of tho Budget Discussion for 
1905-1906, 1 practically tock it for granted that, as soon ns the matter was luoked into at_ all, 
tho caso for the removal of the college would be found overwhelmingly strong. I gather from 
the onclosures circulated with Cirowlar No, 9T.—G. that my note has been forwarded by 
Dr. P. K. Ray and has been submitted to His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor. 1 there- 
fore take it thal what is wauted now is a rather moro gencral and « fuller expression of 
opinion on all the questions involved, in tho removal and henoe necessarily the reconstruction, 
of Presidency College. I shall, therefore, in what follows freo'y express my own private 
opinion on all the points which oovur to me as of particular importance, and especially such 
as I think may not be so fully dealt with by the other persons connected with education in 
Bongal who are likely to have boon similarly consulted, coufideatly belivving that such a free 
expression of opinion is in accordauce with His Honour's wishes. Some of my views may 
not be iu entire agreement with what has oome to bo moro or less generally ‘accepted in 
Bengal, and I therefore conceive it to be necessary to support them with what arguments I 
oan muster; and as this course may lead me on to a eonsidereole length 1 shail not re- 
ice as fully ax might be, what I have already written in my provious note. I would 
ask this to be taken in oonjunotion with that. 

Presidency College,—1 do not think that it is at all an exaggeration to say (with 
‘Mr. Pedler) that the rate of progress towards the highest education in Bengal depends very 
largely on the promised roorganisation of Presidency College.! ‘The education given must 
be on round lines even if those should necessitate a separation from a possibly ayaia demora- 
Tized University, though we all hope that will not be necossary.? * 

‘Mr. Pedlor’s note gives what may, I suppose, bo regarded as the historic reasons for 
the fact of which all concerned aro ouly too painfully aware, viz. the hopeless unsuit- 
ability of the present site and buildings of Presidency College to the purpose for which it 
prosumably exists. Its bare, unfitted, and untidy roome can ooly bolp to enoourage that 
dlovetlinoss whiah sopms to como peculiarly oeay to tha.Bangall end perhaps.to many other 
students, if uot omstantly corrooted aud discouraged. Oe rewwak vorrcliuived want 
counteracting the physical evils of the Indian climate soem to eatuil the necessity of keepin, 
largo doors wide open, on at least two sides of every room which we wish to have wel 
vontilated, during a great part of the working your. Many of the lecture rooms in Prosi- 
dexoy College, thus of nooossity kept open, aro so situated that they are constuntly boing 
passed and repassod by studonts and teachers in the ordinary course of their necessary 
moving from, one part of tho college to wnother, Indeod the college is so near to two streets 
that in nearly half its rooms it is often difficult for a professor to make hinggglf heard, even 
alter he has had to close windows in direct violation of sanitary laws and Aftinst the ‘protest 
of his own olfactory senses. On somo occasions the whole neighbouring bazar echoes to a 
ninrringe feast quite above and beyond the more ordinary noisos of tho stroots. ‘hove are 
‘only some of the more genoral and obvious defeats of Presidency Collego as it is at present 
and in respect even of the kind of work that it has up till now attempted. A complete 
oataloguo of its fiuisanco and shortoomings would probably be only tedious. 

‘They are, as it seoms to me, in thomselves sufficient t) ly the removal of the, 
college to a new site, where a fresh start can be made on linos and plans that are approved 
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education will also be much affected ty the orgunimtion of the Education Service 
1k ic my firm conviction that menare more important than bricks and mortar, and that. the most important man in 
Proidency Collogo site Principal Me must bon tender in educational waiters, and hie’ duties on the socal de 
favo by no mcaus insignificant, At the same time he cannot, ex-¢ffoto, control the whole Ui without 
injustice to other Collezes, thoogh if he is the right wctt of aman, he must profouudly influence it, But it the 
University ist be kept gontinuously on the straight path of honesty std eficiency it wold require a, “Princip 
(like Professor Riteker in London University) oF a. Vico-Chancellor who gave the ereater purt of his timo to ite 
‘fairs and was terefore practically ey: Director of Public Instruction, This would naturally arise with 
us davaloynent of, the pat of Aainent Dirstr of Polite Ineruction at Dead of the pemary ad area + 
‘education in the provineo, This is practicolly. the present arrangement, but ile value would be greatly enhanced by 
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‘by those most likely to know. Even to moot these general dofects every detail of the 
show design must bo very carefully scrutinised. It will obviously not su‘fice to take a 
design intended for Kurope od plist it in its Western simpticity in India, ill it 
on the other hand, dy to take an Indian design infented for an oitico or o barrack and 
call it a college. I am doubtful if tie proper linos have yet been struck combining the 
requirements of a college with those of the Judian ciimate. ‘bis is more particularly 
true of science lntoratories where the educational requirements are of a very special 
character. It is one of the minor points ia favour of the suggestion to hous several of 
the notural séiences separately. 4. suitable arraugemeut of such institutes (if i may adopt 
the German word) in the samo'compound would make it possible greatly to dminish the 
interference whioh each depaity.eut suffers from the perfectly legitininte, but often must 
disturbing movement ot students to and from the oher departments of the college. Ly 
would aiso-ailow of a certain amount of invaluable experimenting as te details of con- 
struction by the individual professor oomoermd each with the dvsigning of lis own 
institute. 1 am one of these unfortunate horoties who cannot bo ieve in one ind.vidual 
or group of individuals, arriving at once ut the final and the abso.utely “best” soluticn 
of any problem that arises in actual life. Hach professor - if he is worthy ot the name— 
will have his own ideas as to the mot and oven though & professor, hy 
may be pardoned for nesses to which flesh is heir, and in purticular fur 
taking on innocent pride in carrying out his own individual ileus’ t» a conclusion on @ 
consistent plan. Vor it does “not by any meavs fellow that because there is uu element 
of real value in each individual scheme that that eloment will by aloue, or at all, preserve t 
by a dopartmontal hash- of it and hulf-a-dozen othor, perhaps quite inoonsistent, schemes, 
though each separately capable f being carried to a sucors-ful, aud perhaps very valuable, 
conclusion by its own inventor. What I have tried to ind.eate h-re in particu.ar relation 
to buildings 1 have alroady hinted at in loss material and tongible sense in my note 
of Srd April 1905. Such suggestions, if they aro not utterly resouted as “revolutiouary ” 
(aud I perronally feel sure that uo Westen education will Le incorporated into Tudian 
life without a revolution from past methods of routine and hum-drum), are apparently open 
to the objection that it would never do in India to work on lines which depended for thoir 
success on the life of, or even on the continued occupation of the same port by one officer, 
T cannot indeed restrain the hope that some arrangement will shortly ke made to obviate 
the present insecurity of tenure of professorial chairs in Goverument college in Bengal, 
I am coufident that the general outlines of tho arrangements which 1 indicated in my 
note as those by which this could be achieved are entirely practicable. If the 
Government colleges were given a full four months’ vication, I believe no professor who 
was really interested in his work (which implies thet he is allowed enough 
develop such an interost) would ever wish to yo on furlough, and then ouly for long 
periods which would enable him to work uy some special development of his subject, or 
of educational problems; and also allow of a ocum tencns beng brought from Kngland 
if none of his own subordinates were capable? of carrying ou the work of his institute. 
‘The other disturbing influence, viz., that due to breakdown, of health, as I have also 
Pointed out, is likely to be greatly diminished by the said four months’ vacatiou during the 
most unhealthy part of the year ; and the aecident of death is liabe to happen anywhere 
and has happened several times within my own experionos of science schools being built 
up by comparatively young ment, Such a misfortune is somotimos irrepwrable, but not 
necessarily #0, if another good man can be got to fill the vacant chair. My point is that 
@ school which isto exerta deep influence on its disciples must have a consistent plan— 
a“ Lebrgeist”—o spirit of iteown. A new mau coming into charge of such a school, 
if he does nob entirely agree with tho plan of his prodeoessor, will at least be enabled to 
rocogniso that there was an iatelligible plan, and he will be able to exercise and prove 
his own ability by grafting his new ideas on to those belonging to the past history ot tho 
institute soyjas to coutinue its development for good. But what I want to insist om, will 
all the ‘asis at my commanil, is that the first essential of real education, of the real 
life of e school, is the man who controls it and that he must not be smothered by, or lost 
iin, the official. E 
The preceding xemarks apply Jy to all tho instructive work of the college. 
Tnow proceed to specialise acca ines 19 requirements of each of the departments. 
Arts-—On what may be conveniently grouped together as the hats de Fd demands 
of philosophy, literature, languages, histo: litical economy and mathemat 
ly ge humble and on ‘a less mgt teal than thos of the natural solenoss;

Astronomy. —In connection with mathematios the claima of astronomy have already 
boon very fully reoogaised, and the most oxponsive parts of its outfit can bo readily 
removed without loss er damage to a now site aud with tho mot insignifioant gain of a 
clearer atmosphace to look through. ast? 

5 PE lg ig ase on to physios that we find the groatest deficiency ant 
disorganization owing to its apartments being soattered in a quite chaotio disorder over the 
college. Its luborat: also, in themselves, individually almost as unsuitable to their 
Present purpose as it is easily possibly to eonceive. ‘They are hopelessly cramped and ona 
crowded, not only by the large number of students whioh have to be admited, but also by 
tue uumber of often antagonistic functions that they are required to provide for, It would 
overtax the most inveutive genius to make a really satisfactory physical institute on the 
present s te short of pulling down hulf the present building, and evon thon tho traffic in the 
strovt: would be a constant sourse of disturbance to instruments with dolioate suspensions, 
and the very close proximity of the olestric trams would always prooludo tho uso of a largo 
and imprlaut clas of elsotroa! and toegnotie apparatus. 1 fecl there is no possibility of 
iguoring, nor uso in attempting to disguise, the fact that a now and properly equipped 
yhysioal iustitace inolnding a large lectare theatro will bo a very exponsive item in the new 
college. When 1 “properly equipped ” I think I should make it olear that I am very 
tully aware of the extravagant evil of filling every corner of a new laboratory at ov0e wich 
fll sorts of costly apparatus (as may sometimes be soon in Germany). ‘Thoro is, asa matter 
of fact, alresdy some excellent apparatus in tho physical laboratory. But it.is just in somo 
of the staple requirements of phys cal science that the Presidenoy College is so deplorably 
wanting at provent (e.g. a well-equipped workshop and a large battery of storage cells), 
Such things are uofortunately costl ly, but they are aloo absolutely neoossary. 

Ohemistry,—I am sorry not to be able fully to share in Mr. Pedler’s apparent enthusiasm. 
for our proseut chemical laboratory ia the Presidoncy Oollege. It is indeed very sub- 
stantially fitted (in some respects), aud perhaps if one had not to try tosqueeze at least double 
the propor complement of students into its inelastic benohes, one might have less grounds 
for grumbling. Our too sinall chemical lecture rooms are’ also very inadequate and by no 
means comfortably equipped. All our rooms suffer from tho sume congestion of conflicting 
Purposes that T have noted in connection withe the physical dopartmont, ‘Tho chemioal 
Wing has, however, the advantage of being a wing with all its component members adjaoent ; 
but «an the other hand it is certainly the worst wing in the college for disturbance from the 
strects that run closo round two sides of it. 

Tn most Gorman Universities there are now four separate institutes for the different 
branches of modern chemistry. Probably two is as much as wo oould at present expovt in 
Caloutta—one specially for physioal and, inorganio chemistry and tho other for onganic 
chemistry. With the approacing development of chemiosl industries in India, applied 
shemistry would gradually grow out of organic chemistry, and therotoro it might be tho 
most convenient and natural division to juxtaposé inorganic with physical chemistry. 

Bioiogy.—Oue hesitates Yo plunge’ into th \dvovacy of the claims of biology for fear 
of unwittingly assisting a possible injustioo to vosted interests, but yot in anything approachs 
ing to a completo roviow of wat work should be provided for ia a now Prosidenoy Uoliogs 
one cannot possibly neglect tho very groxt imvortanoo of biology. We must keep oun. 
sten‘ly in mind that our wlumate objeot is the awakening’ of India to tho progressive 
spirit and scioutifio knowledge of the West. or such a stirring up to be more than surface 
dep we must look forward to the future extonding of it to the masses of the poople through 
their sohools. Av I shall presoutly more fally explain, I look upon soience as distioolly 
tho most oortain and the most powerful instrament of the hoped for awakey The cost 
of such a programme will always bo one of its most sorious drawbacks in tho eyes of a 
froperly comomioal Government kosping a carofal hand on tho strings of the ‘public 
Hence it is not without interest to nove that elementary biology, und especially batangt 
can be far more cheaply taught in primary and socondarp aohools thin chomistry wad 
hysios. ‘This will bo soon to be especially tortunate when it is farthor pointed out that

Even the stupidest teacher oan scaroely 
avoid printing out the trac connection between observation and deduction, botwoon erpers 
ment and he starts on the teaching of biology, Botany furthor combi 
ull the advantages of a simple nature stndy, developing a love tor aud a sympathy with 
the ‘surrounding world, to say nothing of its technical value to an agriculucal ople. 
Zhe now University syllabus is, I undorstand, going to recognise the importance of iy 
in tho schools by admitting it as a subject in the Butranco Wxamination, ‘Tho mms 
remarks apply to physiology on whose touching in schools the medioal ion is insisting: 
at homo, aud a spread ot the knowledge of the laws of health is certainly not loss dosirabls 
in Boagal than in England. 

So there ought if there is to be any material progress, vory 
demand for teachers of biology. It is obviously to the adi 
that euch teachers should be educated at Presidency 
rian: It is hore that biology has a second 
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of State for India in finding suitable professors 
out to India, But the ae ‘England and mH

Geology.—The claims of geology are, | trust, in no‘dunger of neglect. A knowledge of 
damental in all modern teach'ng of geography which can bo made a most invaluable 
means of training the powers of observa'ion in schools, A Core aeeennpt of geological 
training will also assist the comi: 7 et ge of the mining industry in India, 
Prychology.—The ‘in Dr. Ray’s note that a psychological laboratory should be 
attached to Presidency ises a question of the most sn interost, and really of 
ce. There is, however, some dauger of it som Aware pepper 
jolitics.* There can be no doubt that there is indeed a rich harvest 
‘a school of peyshology ia India. ‘The only question is whether it is 
a matter of urgency in connection with Presidency Ooll: Itshould, indeed, logically have 


come prior to the stating of Furopoen education in Tndia a all. “Thoro was and is however, 


something quite charming in our simple British faith in our own good “intentions,” even 
though our polisies ‘evo been onoeived. in the moat childlike innoosnoe of the aense and 
art of ednontion, and no one shall deny with impunity that we have scoomplishod much by 
the mero honesty of our purpose. But it will vory soon come to be recognised that mere 
innocent honesty of purpose oan no longer be pleaded as sufficient * extenuating ciroumstonce,”” 
and the mordern world will demand that those entrusted with authority and power shall have 
used every available effort to find out what were really the most promising means cf attain 
ing the desired ends. Education is now more or less of science as well as an “art” and the 
scientific educationist must be forgiven if he would like to know something fairly definite about 
his material before he starts to educate it. Henoo there is a magnificont fold for a special 
school ptgerettlogs in India, and that school would most naturally and properly be attached 
to a scientific training school for teachers. Such a school is urgontly required, even from the 
most narrowly “prartioal” point of view, in India, and I think it would not be unnatural 
for such school to find its lovation in Bengal. (I understand there is already an education 
degree at the Punjab Univorsity.) ‘To establish any claim to being really soientifio such a 
sohvol would require a number of chairs of the kindred and allied sciences, and I can well 
appreciate the reluctance of the Government of Bengal to launoh on another big scheme when 
it has already the Presidency College and the Model College at Ranchi (to sny nothing of 
Dacoa and the Engineering College) on its hands. But I think it is not too much to expect 
that we may be allowed to look forward to such an institution in the not far distant future, 
Tt would ultimately and eseoutially be a self-von college indepondent from, though 
of course arolnted with, Presidency Oollege. But as preparation for that consummation 
I should liko most earnestly to commend to Goverament the wuggeation of foanding 
psychological laboratory in connection with Presidenoy College, ould like wgain 
to insist ‘that the most essential part of such a school is its professor, and that th 

the Goverument of Bengal would bo wall advised to found a chair of psychology, whioh 
would attract somo keon worker from —such as there are plenty, for instanos, at 
Cambridge, and doubtless at other British Universities too. It is not as muoh (or perhaps at

Professor Kiichlor has, I think, alroady mentioned 
this point as having to be kept oarofully in mind with regard to all the plans for the now 
college. ‘Tho soundnoss of the suggestion is obvious, and it is a furthor argument in favour 
of building separate institutes, wh ch may be small at first but easily ospable of woll-adapted 
additions ns these become necessary. 2 
Commercial Classos.—The commercial class9s are at present a considerable source of 

disturbance to ths more proper work of Presidency College. When the O course has been 
thoroughly remodelled and made more business-like, and especially when the fees havo been 
for ‘ashas been promised, the commercial classes are confidently expected to assume 
very large proportions. Thoy threatan, in faot, by the mere weight of their numbers 
Kiterally B quseae ‘tho other students out of the already insufficient: sp.o3. ‘That is anoth er 
argument in favour of removing Prosidonoy Ovilege, and the now college should I think 
be telioved of this burden of commercial classes. ‘'hey cannot be said to havo any olaims 
to recognition in = University Oolloge. The edacation they givo is little more than a 
thorough dr in elementary school-work. ‘These students, paying Re. 8 a month. aro 
evidontly aiming at clerical work and have no use for University eduo ‘Their presence 
ould also vory naturally. be resented by students paying Rs. 12, and aiming at something 
more ambitious in after-life. If the Calcutta University consonts to buying the present 
buildings of Presidency College, a choaper class of College waist be erooted in some contral 

t of the town for the special requiremonts of a Commercial College. If not, the presont 


ilding would probably very soon be filled with tho now classes. 
Development of charaoter—So far I havo dealt almost exclusively with the moro 
purely. instructive part of eollege work, that pert which has to do with the training of the 
{ntollact. ‘There still remains the more purely moral part of education, that which is direoted 
particularly to developing the character of our students. It is only repeating oa truism 
to say that it is not so much what a man knows as what he é that constitutes the difforence 


between one man and another. It is character far moro than knowledge that makes a mau 
desirable, and in that sonse a useful, citizen, and which makes one nation sucosed where 
another fails, 

Charactor_is clearly a factor far too important to be neglected. It has been the uniform 
policy of tho British Governmont to do nothing which conld at all be interpreted as a 
direct intorferenoo with the religious beliefs of its Indian subjects. But there oan be no 
doubt that, ono of the results of our Western edncation must in many casos _bo the shakin 
of those primitive reli elists whion have been the pillars of toosty in-EHiodasten, 10 
is therefore clearly tho duty of Government to do what it can to supply the place of 
those religious guides to conduct, without of course infri its declared poloy of religious 
neutrality. Iam one of those who believe in the pose i ion even on 
the purely instruotive side doing a great deal in this direotion, ‘Thore oan bo no finer test 
of moral fibre than the carrying through of a f honost intellectual work—the 

i +h to solution of a tangle, problem ‘a somo branch of historical research, 
investigation of nature, It certainly requires and inouloates ordorliness, 
self-reliance, pationoo, perseverance and a love of truth. It is just as obvio 
mere mechanical memorising of text-books is only a shallow mimicry of education, whose 
For mots ie dahonsty, Sommonciog” with path hated’ altfuneelaa Red ieAlng 
in Waoaroely disguised attempt to cheat the examiner. So that no one who hes ever 
thought seriously about oduoation would be surprised to hear that the University. system up 
till now prevailing in Oaloutta had not done anything to encourage sound morals. A. strange 
examiner coming in to. interfere with work at frequent intervals oan soarooly escape being 
looked upon as a legit enemy—as in fact he is, Ido not believe that it was possible 
for ninety-nine Bingal tudents ont of a hundred to got through such an spalling sorios 
‘of examinations as those to which he had to submit himeolf without resorting to dishonost 
means—intelleotually dishonest first, and then dishonest in every sense. And if we, the 
iustruotors—the prophets oome from the West—senotionod euch a system, we must obviously 
sanction the meoossary means, and honce dishonesty itself, by a simple ‘train of logio in tho 
studont’s mind, ‘There is, howevor, much hopo of, as there is much room for, improvement 
in this diroction at tho prosent juncture of University affairs. - ¢ 

‘There is then also tho other side of educational influence, that which appeals moro 
simply and direstly to the sociable instincts of our student community. Wo can alroudy 
exeroise an influence by the force of our examplo in matters of work. Still more it is hoped 
may bo exorcised in a moro intimate intercourse betwoon the teachers and the taught in the 
relations of daily life apart from and outside the intercourse of the class room and story.

I nave the honour to acknowledge receipt of your Confidential Educational 
Circular No. 9'11.—G., dated Darjecling, the 17th’ May 1905, with enclosures, 
aking for an expression of my opinion regarding the proposed removal of the 
Presidency College from its present site to somewhere in the suburbs of 
Caleutta, and in reply 1 beg to make the following observations, 

2. "Phe prosent situation of the College commands ¢o many advantages 
that in my opinion it would be most ‘unwise to remove the College elsewhere 
tunless it can be satisfactorily shown that the extension of buildings needed for 
improved teaching of science, for play-grounds for stadents, for quarters for 
Professors, aud for hostel accommodation, cannot be effected at the resent: 
site. From a careful perusal of the notes submitted by the Principal of the 
College and by the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, forming enclosures 
to your letter, Iam not convineed of the necessity of removing the College to 
the’suburbs of Caleutta as recommended by them, 

8 There is no doubt that the present accommodation in the Oullege 
building is not sufficient for tesla genial arrangements for the teaching of 
different branches of svience wit practical classes which has devolved upon 
the Presidency cies Amane recent years beats creation of various degrees 
in science by the cutta University, The play-ground attached to the 
Presidency College also requires extension The gymnasium attached to the 
College may bo remodelled on new and approved methods, but extensive 

unds need not be set apart for such a gymnasium. A suitable piece of land 
for outdoor games, such as cricket, football, &e., which afford both exercise and 
recreation and to which our students are more fondly attached than to gymnas- 
ties, is cortainly wanted, but it need not necessarily be a part of the College

as has been recommended by the Principal (vide paragraph 8, Principal’s 
letter). In India, in any College other than that devoted to the study of 
Medicine, « separate biological laboratory on an elaborate scale will, still” for 
along time to come, be as an ornamental pppendaga, Likewise, considering the 
insignificant number of students who take Geology for their special study, a 
separate building set apart for the teaching of this branch of scienco is, at 
present, quite unnecessary. Tho physical laboratory undoubtedly requires 
expansion and improved fittings. A separate building should be raised for the 
location of the new Berea laboratory in which provision may also be made 
for the teaching of Biology and Geology according to the prosent requirements 

of the University. 

6. The chemical laboratory in the Vresidency College is one of the best 
of its kind, and, in the opinion of very competent authorities, it is no way 
inferior to the chemical laboratories attached to many of the British Universities, 
It is the product of a good many years’ experienco of one of the best Professors 
of Chemistry in the Presideucy College, and Government too has been lavish in 
their expenditure for its proper equipment. It could hardly be considered an 
act of economy and utility to demolish all the structure and raise it anew in a 
different place, It is interesting to. note that neither the Principal nor the 

‘ctor of Public Instruction hav any depreciating remarks to make in respect 
of the chemical laboratory ubout its insuffivient accommodation or defective 
fittings. to teach Chemistry according to recent methods. Then even if an 
extension is required for this purpose, it may be effected on the present site 
to which I shall shortly refer. 1f the present physical Inboratory is shifted to 
a new quarter, a number of rooms will be yacated which may bo utilised for the 
jon of the chemical laboratory, The removal of the College would, 
the sacrifice of the large sum spent recently in erecting the Astronomical 
observatory, while the same may with much less expense be extended and 
improved as occasion arises, ; 

6, The apeation of hostel accommodation for the students of the Presidency 
College has always engaged the careful consideration of Government, and 
the Eden Hindu Hostel was established some years ago for the benefit of the 
mutfassal students mainly of this College, It has supplied. a much folt want and 
has greatly relieved the anxiety of parents of mufasfal students who were 
otherwise exposed to varions dangers and temptations attending residence in 
private messes in Calcuita, devoid of all responsible control. Lf, the present 
vocommodation. in the Eden Hindu Hostel does not appear te bo sufficient and 
requires enlargement, the hostel buildings may be extended by acquiring the 

ivces of land to its north and the east. The Hindu Hostel. is so close to the 

residency College that it may bo regarded as in the same compound with tho 
College, In this connection, it has been suggested to convert the Presidency 
College into a residential College in accordunce with the regulations of the 
University Act of 1904, and to erect houses for the Prineipal and other Pro- 
fessors of the College on the propored site of transfer, in order that they night 
bein greater touch with the students outside the College hours and thus 
influence their conduct and character. om 

7. Whilo fully admitting the advantages of a residential College, 1 do 
not consider’ it to be an unmixed good. There is no influence which helps the 
formation of the charac‘er of a boy so powerfully. as good, home. influence. 
Reyerence to parents and other elders, attachwent to brothers and sisters, duty 
towards other relations and towards neighbours, training in religious rites and 
exercises, &o,, aro taught newhere better than in a well-disciplined home under 
the influence and exumple of God-fearing parents. and jguar: ; and one 
mast be propared to tee these virtues ill-developod in a young man early 


from ull good home control ‘and placed in a residential College. 

aes of A cepeh bad habits in residential Colleges are too 

numerous, and the dormi es are too often the possaing 
‘of yieos and evil practices which have made many young men 

lids , throughout life. ‘The presence of Professors ina x feutial College

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is hardly sufficient to stop the evil. ‘The visits to Indian theatres paid openly 
and otherwise by students living in hostels have become rather too frequent— 

an indulgence seldom allowed by parents to their boys living with them. It 

cannot be otherwise expected ina place where a largo number of boys are 

brought 40 live together, drawn from all sections of the community (oithor too 

advanced or too backward, nurtured under widely different sovial influences 

and family traditions, and practically uncontrolled during their residence in 

the hostel except by the hardly felt presence of the Superintendent 

1 would rather stick to the presont arrangement of providing hostel 
accommodation only to mafassal studonts with facilities for a stricter supervi- 
sion of their conduct and character, and keoping the College open alike to 
boarders and day-scholars who live with their parents or guardians in Calcutta 
and its suburbs. Quarters should be provided for some of the Professors of the 
College, but all the Professors need not reside within the College compound. 
Residence in the hostel should be made compulsory in the case of mufassal 
students only, and optional in the case of students living with tieir parents or 
guardians in the town and its suburbs If this modification as to compulsory 
residence in the College is adopted; the extra accommodation needed will not 
bo very great, and there will bo no occasion to remove the College to the 
suburbs for want of adequate space. 

8. There is another objection to the conversion of the Presidency College 
into a purely residential College, Many of the brilliant students of this 
College, as in other Culleges, are sons of middle class men who somehow or 
other manage to pay the College fees and other necessary educational expenses 
of their boys, but it would be difficult for them to pay the hostel charges in 
addition. “It.may be poiuted out that the boarding of boys in the family is 
scarcely felt by the parents as an extra item of expenditure. 

9. ‘The present situation of the Coleg in my opinion is an exceptionally 
good one, It holds a central position in the town, equally accessible to students 
from Bhowanipur, Kidderpore and Ballygunge, as well a3 from Cossipore and 
Ohitpur, while it is also within easy reach of students coming by the East 
Indian and Eastern Bengal State Railways. It is situated on a site which 
may be truly éalled the educational quarter of the town. The place is 
associated with the history of the foundation and growth of English education 
in Bengal for nearly # century and with the hallowed name of David Hare, the 

pioneer of English education in this + of the country; it is in close 
proximity (within a mile)'to the best missionary and privaté Colleges of the 
city and placed practically in the same compound with three Government 
scliools, the Univerrity uf Calcutta, and the Medical College of Bengal. | It 
within ‘roach by tramway from all parts of the city and suburbs, | If it is 
removed to Cossipore, as has been saggested by the Principal of the College, 
tho day-scholars both from the city and suburbs will be put to heavy carringe 
expenses, particularly during tho rains, until the tramways are constructed. 
Moreover, the site selected by the Principal is open to objection on sanitary 
grounds. ’ The pioce of land has for a long period Boser extensively used for 
wet cultivation and will necessarily be damp and unhealthy and infected with 
malaria, from which no parts of the suburbs, particularly’ those situated on 
eitlior side of the Barrackpore Trunk Road, are free.

If ufter the expenditure of so 
much money for the ostablishment of the new College, it so turns out that the 
te is insanitary on the ground of malaria, the history of the Sibpur 
Engineering College will simply repeat itself in the case of the new Prosidency 
ollege, 

10, With the st of goon opening a residential College at Ranchi, 
it would hardly be justifiable to shut the Peegidenvy: College Lhasa 
sclolars, Such a step would in my opinion also prejudice the cause of the 
Ranchi College. : 

11. It now remains to be seen if the necessary improvements required for 
the College may not be effected at the § site, Tho aeuiattion of 18

graph 8 of the Principal’s memorandum, will in my opinion be sufficient for its

12, The Principal appears to hold that the 18 bighas of land above 
referred to will meet all the requirements of the College, except in the case of 
the College being converted into a residential one, for he says in the same 
paragraph that “even if both plots are acquired, the College would not be 
residential. There is no possibility of ever having a residential College on 
the present site.” I have already noted my objections against the College 
being converted into a residential one ; if it is not made so, then I think the 
piece of land on the west and south of the College, if acquired, will be found 
sufficient for the purposes of its enlargement and improvement. The busiis 
which are sauiatoa over this piece of land are very imsanitary; every year 
plague breaks out in those bestis and, causes. anaioty to.the authctities. fo: the 
safety of the inmates of the Hindu Hostel. ‘The acquiremont of this, piece of 
land’ for the purposes of the College will immensely improve the sanitation of 
this part of the town. The Senate at their last meeting appointed a Sub- 
Committee for the purpose of acquiring a piece of land close to the University 
Hall to enlarge its accommodation, of which it isin urgent need. If the 
University decides upon purchasing the unhealthy bazar on its south side which 
is s0 dangerously close to the Medical College Hospital, then the whole large 
plot of ee bounded on the north by the Harrison Road, on the east by the 
Uollege Street, ou the west by the Medical College Street and its continuation 
north, and on the south by the Champatalla 2nd Lane will be entirely occupied 
by Government School and College buildings and by hospitals and hostels. It 
will be one of the most healthy and finest quarters in the town of Calcutta. 

1 beg to summarise my conclusions thus :— 


(1) That tho idea of removing the Presidency College to some place in 
* “the suburbs of Caleutta is unsound on the grounds of economy 
and convenience, and that it should not be removed from its 


present site. : Shae 
(2) That it should not be converted into a wholly residential College, 
but that it should remain open to day-scholars also.

College falls far short of actual Paieremarta, ‘The deficiencies are outlined in 

ge 2 of Mr, Pedler’s note, dated 19th April 1905. Various suggestiont have 
es put forward to xemedy them, but before considering them, it is necessary 
to come to a decision on one important point, viz., whether the Presidency 
College should be converted into the residential type or it should maintain its 


character of being mainly non-residential. If the former, then it is obvious 

that it cannot remain in its present site, but must be removed bodily, as it is 
impossible to find enough land in the vicinity except at a cost which must be 
fairly regarded as prohibitive, and thore would be no scope left for future 
expansion, 

3. I see no special advantage in removing the College to the suburbs. 
A very large proportion of tho students reside in their own houses and attend 
as day chislnces ‘and the.removal of the College from its present central position 
in the heart of the Indian quarter would be a source of serious inconvenience 
to most of them, On the other hand, if residence at the College is insisted on 
in every case aud day scholars aro wholly excluded, there is no particular merit 
in locating the College in the outskirts rather than at a distance. | :

As rogards the suburbs of Caloutts, they have none of the above advan- 
tages except (g 3 rather the reverse. Further, the initial cost of land and 
buildings, though not so high as in the city, would be very heavy. 

5, If, therefore, it is decided to make the College residential, the best, 
cheapest and simplest course would be to transfer it toa place like Ranchi, 
which has all the advantages referred to above, except in the matter of 
communication, the want of which should, however, be soon removed. 

6. For thiese reasons the proposal’ of the Principal that the College should 
be removed to the suburbs doves not commend itself to me. it would be 
resented by those who attend College from their own houses, and as for those 

who’ come from the mufassal, they would much prefer to be in a healthy 
locality where living is not dear and which is free from the evils of a city life.

_ 7 Tho character of the Presidency College, mainly a non-residential

Ae 1 have ateeedy said, there is 
sable room for both, and Government should be prepared in the interests of 
high education to maintain both in a state of efficiency, especially as it is not 
improbable that some at least of the existing private institutions will disappear 
owing to their failure to conform to the requirements of the University Act.

In answer to your confidential Cireular No. 9T.—G, of 17th May, I have 
the honour to submit the dallowing observations, 
1. The proposal under consideration is not simply one for removal of the 
Presidency College to a more suitable site as regards accessibility and facilities 
for work, It involves— 


(a) The transformation of the “Presidency College into a residential 
college both for professors and students, with extensive play- 


grounds, ete. 
(6, The erection of buildings on a considerably larger scale and with a 
more complete equipment. 


And it also contemplates— 
(c) A considerable strengthening of the staff. 


These involye a heavy initial expenditure, and also a considerable 
increase in annual expenditure, 

2. From an educational point of view the scheme pro, by Dr. Ray 
and endorsed by Mz. Pedler is vory attractive, It provides for full equipment 
and for advanced teaching and research in all the branches of study. It 
provides for students being paraat under the supervision of and into constant 
touch with their fessors und enabled to combine physical with mental 
calture. It plants the college in a sito where most of the advantagos of country 
life can be gained, while it is within convenient reach of the great industrial 
establishments with which scientific education is bound to come into 
inereasingly closer relations; and it is accessible from the homes of the many 
well-to-do Jacniles of Calcutta who will prefer that their young men should not | 
g0 into residence at the college, (I would remark, however, that this lust 
advantage is purchased at the cost of so far sacrificing the residential system.) 
If, therefore, the care of the Government extended only or even mainly to the 
students, numbering 750 or thereby, who attend the Presidency College, 
I should heartily renin this scheme, without qualification. 

3. My difficulty arises whon I remomber that there are some 8,000 
arts students in the province of Bengal, all of whom are objects of concern to 
Government. Not ten per cent. of them attend the Presidency College. And 
there are some 50 colleges,—Government, aided, and unaided—all doing work 
which the Imperial Government recognizes to be its work. If it is right to 
expend the large sums indicated in Dr. Roy's letter on one college with 750 
students, how much should justly be allocated for the remaining 50 alge

2 “It muy be objected to this that the Government must maintain at least 
one “model” college to “set the standard” even though the expense is 
Aisproportionately great. But is there not a fullaoy here, due to the 
ambi; ity of the word “model” and such phrases as “ set the standard”? 
“Model” may mean perfect,” complei«ly equipped and thoroughly organized, 
as good.as brains and money can make it.” But model” may als? mean ‘set 
up for imitation,” of such a standard as may be at least approximately reached 
by others. I would respectfully represent that this latter meaning is the 
meating iivolved in the grant-in-aid system, and the recognition, now universal, 
of the responsibility of Government for the whole condition of education in the 
country. “hore should be some reasonable proportion between the amount 
spent on the “model” college and the amount granted to other colleges, 
otherwise how can they make it their “model?” Well-quulified teachers, 
well-equipped laboratories, hostels, and playing-grounds are needful or helpful 
for all students, and not for ten per cent, only; but withoat liberal Govern- 
ment aid they are impracticable, and especially $0 in Calcutta, Without such 
aid, the carrying out of the proposel change, in tho Presidency College would 
mean the pM of one really fi ‘a, and the relegation of all 
others to a hopelessly second or third-rate position. Such a result cannot be 
contemplated with equanimity by those interested in other colleges, or, 
Tventure to sxy, yd a Government which takes a full view of its responsibili- 
ties in the matter of education. 

5. It may still be urged that the Government cannot consent to keep its 

incipal: gollege permanently below “the level of a good European college 
uso of to dificulty:or impossibility of raising all the colleges in Bengal to 
that level; that, in short, the Government should have at least one “ model” 
‘institution in the first sence I-have indicated, as good as money and brains can 
make it. And to this I heartily assent, But I would urge the absolute 
nocessity of concurrently placing the grant-in-aid mon a most liberal 
pasis, unless collegiate education outside the Presidency College is. to be 
degraded in proportion to the raising of the standard of equipment within that 
college. 

6. I would further urge that the focs payable at the remodelled 
Presidency College éltould be raised, in consideration of the increased annual 
expenditure, and of the great initial exponditare. Ifa first-rato residential 
college with playing-grounds, &., is provided, the benoficiaries ought to pay a 
considerable part of the expense. Otherwise a great gift will be made 
exclusively to sons’ of the well-to-do from the taxation which includes the

7. I would also urge that no special advantages should be held out to 
scholarship-holders, but that they should have to ay Aieir way like others. 
It is not simply the desire to continue to have some men of first-rate ability in 
our own college, but also the conviction that undue concentration of the best men 
is not in the interests of education, which makes me urge this. In our educational 
system, with many colleges atfiinted to the University, it would be fatal to 
hopeful and inspiring ifone college not onl; ‘an incompar- 
able equipment, but also drew in all, or nearly ‘all, the best men. To be 
condemned to teach only the second-rate would be disheartening to the 
teachers; and to feel that they were studying in a hopelessly inferior college 
would pare any esprit de corps from arising among students, A healthy 
spirit of emulation among the affiliated colleges is a great help both to teachers 

-and to students in a University like ours; but if the colleges cannot enter upon 
competition on something like equal terms, this emulation is impossible, 

8, T recognize, however, thut in some respects Government must concen- 
trate efforts on one institution, ¢.7.,in promoting research work, in providing

‘The tendency of public opinion nowadays seems to in favour of a — 
residential college with healthy hostels attached, and with extensive recreation 
grounds, at a distance from the busy bustle of the town and its concomitant 
evils, The patents and guardians, especially of the mufassal students, are 
generally afraid of sending their boys to Calcutta for education by reison 
of the Various dangerous attractions and evils to which they might fall 
victims. I think the t site of tho Presidency College is objectionable 
on various grounds, There seems to be consensus of opinion as to the 
desirability of removing it to a better site in the outskirts of Calcutta. 

There is no doubt that the Presidency College requires improvement to — 
make it a model college. The qaostion is how to do it, I do not think that 
the mere extension of the college premises and the addition to it of a better 
staff will be sufficient to effect the desired improvement. No real improvement 
can be expected by retaining it in its present site, Unless the college is 
Tooated elsewhere outside the town, the causes of complaint will not be 
removed. I am- therefore inclined to think that the change of site is essen-

Tn connection with the question of removal, the main point for considera- 
‘tion is a suitable site, In considering this question, we oat to keep two 
points in view. The first is that the place must be a healthy one and the 
second that it must be within easy reach of the town. Now it is well known 
that the suburbs of Calcutta are notoriously unhealthy. It is of first 
importance that a residential college should be located in a healthy site, 
otherwise the whole scheme will fall through. 

‘The site proposed by Dr. Ray may do in the absence of any botter place, 
provided it is certified by sanitary experts to be a healthy one. Objection 
may also be raised ,that it is out of the way. The students residing with 
their parents and guardians within the town will find it very inconvenient to 
attend the college. Unless it is made a wholly residential college, most of 
the day scholars will have to reside in the town. Hence is the necossity of 
easy communication between the college and the town. 

In conclusion, I venture to submit one observation for the consideration 
of His Hononr. I a afraid that the establishment of a residential college 
close to Caleutta my. have the effect of interfering with the success of the 
Ranchi College. the parents and guardians of the students find a 
yesidential college with-hostels and other improvements within easy reach of 
Galoutta, very fow of them will caro t> sond their boys to an out-of-the-way 
place like Ranchi. ;

During this period. northerly winds wore slowly. ostablistiog thenmolvec ut. the 
head he Bay and in Bongal and the, prosare gradient mally asst with the rai 
proper was gradually disappearing, loaving tho area, of uniform’ prensure. which norselly 
obtains in tl Bay in Dates tron the 1ith of the month to the i6th the monsoon 
continued E opmny. 3 to worken, but moderate to heavy rain fell in North Bengal on 
the 22th, Gn the 18:h shallow depression extonded over the eouth of the Buy, whiok after 
conoentrating slightly passed inland on the 17th, without giving rieo to a storm, No ehange 
of any importance ocourred till the 20th, when it beoame clear that weather was becoming 
distucbed to the west af Port Blair. The dopression continued to concentrate, and on the 
24th had probably developed into a consiterable storm. On the 26th it was moving in a 
north-westerly direotion towards Masulipatam and during the next iwo days its course 
‘became more northerly, owing F vgee A to the influence of the hills to the west of the Circars 
coast, Ou the 29th it was in the neighbourhood of Waltair, and probably not far fmm 
the ooast, It continued to move in a north or north-ousterly direction during the day, and 
observations recoived that night showed that there was cousideratlo dangor of ite recurving 
still further in an easterly direction. As this would huve brought it dangerously near the 
head of the Bay by the noxt morning, it was considered advisable to indicate this 
coatingenoy by a change of signals in the river ports. Fortunately it continued its northor y 
course and by 8 a. of the 80th had passed inlond between Oalingepatam and Gopalpar, 
Tt appoars from tho loge of ships that were in its neighbourhood to havo beon a” fiirly 
severe storm in its enrlier stages, but it gradvally dissipated its energy, and at the time of 
Searival at the eoast ouly indiowtad its existonow by heavy rain and moderately” strong 
winds along the Giroars and Orissa coasts. 

During the last three days of, tho month rain was fnirly genoral in Bongal undor tho 
sullgenies of Whe deriemion. 











Summary of Temperature.—Tho ayorago moan of the month was above the normal mean 
of the month in all the meteorological divisions oxoopt Assam.
